OUR MERE MOTION. 


THE good effects reſulting from the edict of the 22d February, 1778, 
by means of which, the Magiſtracy of Health at Florence, as well as 
other ſimilar Deputations in our Grand Duchy, being ſuppreſſed, the 
moſt deſirable and regular diſpatch of the buſineſs relating to ſo important 
an object, has taken place, have determined Us to proceed in the ſame 
manner with regard to the Deputation of Health at Leghorn, 


For which purpoſe, We hereby order, that, from the firſt of the month 
of September next, the ſame be entirely aboliſhed, and that all the buſineſs 
of that department be tranſacted by our Governor of Leghorn, under the 
title of ** Preſident of Health at Leghorn,” in whom all the prerogatives 
and juriſdictions, by former ordinances granted to that Deputation, are 
united.

The patents, certificates of goods, perſonal paſſports, and certificates 
of health, which have hitherto been iſſued in the name of the Conſerva- 
tors and Magiſtrates of Health at Leghorn, ſhall, on the ſaid firſt of Sep- 
tember next, and thence forward, be granted in the name of the Governor, 
as Preſident of Health at Leghorn, and be ſigned by the Secretary, or 
Under-ſecretary, of that department. 


Such is our Will; of which We command entire obſervance, any 


thing to the contrary, &c. Given 15th July, 1785.

W HEREAS We have already largely provided for the ſecurity. of the 
public Health, in our Grand Duchy, not only by the erection of an 
ample and well ſecured Lazaretto, to ſerve in addition to the others already 
exiſting, for the Quarantine of perſons and purification of goods in every 
degree of ſuſpicion, but alſo by guarding the whole extent of the Tuſcan 
Coaſt; in order that, by the divine aſſiſtance, any melancholy accident 
may be averted and prevented: and the welfare of our faithful SubjeQs, 
as well as the favour which We have at all times extended to Commerce, 
requiring, that orders be preſcribed to be from henceforward obſerved in 
the three Lazarettoes of St. Rocco, St. Jacopo, and St. Leopoldo, for the 
purpoſes of removing thereby the obſtacles which have uſeleſsly impeded 
the operations of Commerce, of freeing the merchants from every incon- 
venient obligation, and ſubjecting them only to thoſe which are abſolutely 
neceſſary for the preſervation of public Health, and the regulations of a 
good government : . 


We have, therefore, given to our Governor and Preſident of Health at 
Leghorn, general and particular Inſtructions concerning the good re- 
gulation of the Lazarettoes and the perſons therein employed; and do 
command, that the following be obſerved.— 


I. No

I. No one ſhall be permitted to work, though in his own houſe or 
cabin, around the Lazaretto of St. Rocco, within the circumſcribed ſpace 
from the principal ſtreet which leads from Leghorn to St. Jacopo, and, 
turning to the right hand, joins the Little Mills; nor within four hundred 
cubits around the Lazarettos of St. Jacopo and St. Leopoldo. 


II. It is prohibited to any one, who may not be provided with a proper 
licence, to approach from the ſea- ſide, either with boats or any other 
craft, within three hundred cubits from the chains which encloſe the leſſer 
gates of the Lazarettos of St. Jacopo and St. Leopoldo, or to enter into 
the full or dry motes, or into the reſervoir of the ſame, or to ſtop even in 
the vicinity of the chains which encloſe the entrances to the Lazaretto of 
St. Rocco; nor ſhall any one approach, or land, without licence, on any 
part of the flat ſhore which extends from Leghorn to the town of Ardenza. 


III. No perſons ſhall be admitted into the Lazarettos, except thoſe who 
may have a juſt cauſe for being admitted; at proper times, however, and 
with due precautions, perſons may be permitted to gratify an honeſt 


curioſity. 


IV. In order to prevent any melancholy accident from fire, or the 
communication of the contagion, which may happen in the Lazarettos, it 
is abſolutely prohibited to any one to ſmoke, and to bring within the pre- 
cincts of the ſame, any kind of animals, excepting thoſe which are neceſſary 


for the Quarantine. 


V. All games at cards, dice, &c. are conſtantly prohibited in the 


Lazarettos, / 
| VI. If 
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VI. If any perſon or goods under Prattique ſhall come in contact with 
any perſons or goods under Quarantine, they ſhall be ſubject to the period 
allotted to thoſe perſons or goods with which they ſhall have ſo come into 
contact; and if perſons or goods of leſſer Quarantine ſhall communicate 
with perſons or goods of greater Quarantine, they ſhall adopt the period 


of the latter. 


VII.. All paſſengers, of any degree, ſtate, or condition ſoever, when 
diſembarking at the Lazaretto for the purpoſe of performing Quarantine, 
ſhall be required to depoſit immediately all their arms; which are to be 


reſtored to them on the day of their Prattique. 


VIII. If any one ſhould not be in condition to maintain himſelf in the 
Lazaretto during the courſe of the Quarantine, or ſhall not find the means 
of ſo doing, he ſhall be compelled to return on board of his own ſhip, if 
the Governor Preſident ſhall not from juſt cauſe believe it, nevertheleſs, 
proper to admit him; the public health being to be preferred to any object 


whatever of economy. 


IX. All paſſengers and others on Quarantine ſhall be ſhut up in the 
evening, at the Angelus“, in their reſpective quarters, which are again to 
be opened at fſun-riſe. 


X. Perſons under Quarantine ſhall be permitted the free exerciſe of 
their reſpective religions; provided the practice of the ſame do not diſturb 
or incommode any one. 


XI. Should

XI. Should any one fall ſick during his Quarantine, he may avail him- | 


ſelf of a phyſician of his own choice; provided, however, that the phy- 
ſician of Health do not conſider the diſeaſe as contagious. Should the 
diſeaſed wiſh to perform any religious act, a prieſt ſhall be procured for 
him, but at the proper coſt of the diſeaſed; if, however, he be very ill, 
and have not wherewith to defray the dues of the prieſt, the ſame ſhall be 


defrayed by the treaſury of the Lazaretto. 


XII. If any one under Quarantine in the Lazarettoes be in danger of 
dying, he may lawfully diſpoſe of his property by will, making a nuncu— 
pative declaration of the ſame to three Guards of the Lazaretto; one of 
whom ſhall take a memorial in writing of ſuch diſpoſition, which ſhall be 
religiouſly preferved by the Captain of the Lazaretto; and, in caſe of the 
teſtator's death, the ſame ſhall be remitted to the Auditor of the Tribunal, 
provided the contents have been verified in due form. If neither of the 
three guards ſhould be able to write, it ſhall be ſufficient that they depoſe 
on oath, in the uſual forms, before the Tribunal, to the tenor of ſuch diſ- 
poſition; which ſhall, however, be null and void in the event of the 
teſtator's convaleſcence ; except in the caſe when by reaſon of the malady 


he may have loſt his faculties. 


XIII. It ſhall be permitted to thoſe in the Lazaretto to provide them- 
ſelves with victuals in ſuch manner as they may think proper, without 
being obliged to apply at the Canova“; obſerving, nevertheleſs, the uſual 


precautions in the conveyance. 


XIV. The

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XIV. The boats of the veſſels, furniſhed with an improper Patent, or 
Tocca, which may, during their ſtay in the road under Quarantine, have 
occaſion to provide themſelves with water, are to go for it to the ſecond 
Lazaretto of St. Jacopo, whenever they do not chooſe to have it conveyed 
by means of boats under Prattique to the fide of the ſhip, under the pre- 
ſcribed precautions. When they ſhall have entered the pier, they may, in 
conformity to the practice of ſhips which are furniſhed with a clean paſs- 
port, go for water to the canal, with which they ſhall return to their place 
of deſtination an hour in the evening before the Angelus. 


XV. All Letters, arriving under Quarantine, which have been fumi- 
gated in the Lazaretto of St. Rocco, and at which operation no perſon 
ſhall be preſent, ſhall be diſtributed gratis through the Poſt-office to thoſe 
to whom they may be addreſſed ; the Conſuls only, and the Conſignees of 
the reſpective ſhips and merchandizes, ſhall obtain them from the Captain 
of the Lazaretto as ſoon as they ſhall ſend for them, immediately after the 
purification; every relative cuſtom before introduced in favour of any 


perſons being hereby aboliſhed. 


XVI. In order to prevent the inconveniencies which may eaſily ariſe 
from the late arrival of boats off the Lazarettoes, having on board goods 
under Quarantine, whereby it often happens that there is not ſufficient 
time for unloading and depoſiting them in the Pent-houſes, the goods muſt 


not be taken from on board the ſhip when the day ſhall be ſo far advanced 


as not to leave time for the ſaid operations, but remain on board under 
watch of the Guards of Health. 


XVII. The lighters employed in unloading merchandizes under Qua- 


rantine muſt hoiſt at the ſail - yard a red flag, whilſt conveying goods from 
B the

the ſhips to the Lazarettoes, in order that they may be recognized, and 
avoided by other ſhips under Prattique. 


XVIII. When the faid lighters ſhall have finiſhed the unloading of the 
goods of any ſhip under Quarantine, they muſt be immediately purified, 
and again reſtored to free Prattique. 


XIX. The owners of the merchandizes may demand, before the unload- 
ing of the ſame, in writing, from the Lazaretto, the marking of the 
reſpective loads; and for ſuch extraordinary trouble, three ſoldi per load 
are to be paid to the Guards. 


XX. The Captains or Maſters of Ships, or other perſons by them au- 
thorized, may be preſent at the unloading and counting of ſkins under 
Quarantine; but if no one appear, the numeration which ſhall be made by 
the Guards of the Lazaretto ſhall anſwer every purpoſe. 


XXI. The falted ſkins coming from Mogadore ſhall not be diſpatched 
until their Quarantine be terminated, in order that they may be perfectly 


dry. 


XXII. No perſon ſhall be permitted to be preſent at the airing of the 


merchandizes, except the Servants of Health; but if, in airing the goods, 
any ſhould be found wet, or otherwiſe damaged, the Officers of the Laza- 
retto are to give immediate notice thereof to the Conſignees, in order that 
it may be notified to the Owners, who will be permitted to have them 


dried and reſtored to their condition, by means of the Guards of the Qua- 


rantine, upon making a due acknowledgment to them, to be agreed upon 
with 
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with the Captain of the Lazaretto, if they ſhould not chooſe to endanger 
the health of a perſon of their own choice for putting the goods again into 


condition, according to their own inclination. 


XXIII. When the preliminary airings ſhall have been finiſhed, the 
reſpective conſignees, or witneſſes, may have a minute of the fame; but 
ſuch minute of any part of the faid airings ſhall not be granted to any other 
perſon who may demand the ſame, unleſs he be furniſhed with an order 
from the Governor-preſident, or the Tribunal. 


XXIV. The owners, or any other perſon lawfully authorized, may 
inſpect the goods under Quarantine, or have them weighed, with the aſ- 
ſiſtance of the Public Weigher, and always with proper precautions; and 
provided that the airings have been finiſhed in the Lazaretto of St. Rocco: 
in that of St. Jacopo, five days muſt have elapſed, and in that of St. Leo- 
poldo, fifteen days, after the preliminary airings: and in the latter Laza- 
retto, the management of other goods which may be under the faid 
proceſs of airing, ſhall, during that time, not be proceeded on. 


XXV. When ſuch goods ſhall have been admitted to Prattique, any 
proprietor of the whole, or any part of them, may immediately ſend his 
meſſengers to the Pent-houſes, for the purpoſe of putting them again into 
proper condition; provided it do not take place, as above-mentioned, in 
the time of the management of the goods under the preliminary airings, 
and without being obliged to ſuſpend their work for the purpoſe of at- 
tending to the meſſengers of other proprietors: but if there ſhould be till 


under the Pent-houſe of the Lazaretto of St. Leopoldo any goods under 


Quarantine, the meſſengers cannot be introduced, without the permiſſion 


of the Governor-preſident of Health. 
B 2 XXVI. At 
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XXVI. At one hour before the Evening Angelus, all work in the 
Lazarettoes relative to goods under Prattique ſhall ceaſe, in order that they 
may not be mixed, and that any other inconvenience, which might very 
eaſily ariſe, may be avoided. And if, by the negligence of the owners, 
the goods already diſpatched ſhould remain after that time upon the ſtairs, 
they ſhall immediately, at their proper coſt, be conveyed to the Guards 
under the Pent-houſes. 


XXVII. Twelve days ſhall be allowed to the proprietors or conſignees 
of goods admitted to Prattique for putting them into condition; at the 
expiration of which they muſt, without fail, be taken from the Lazarettoes, 
and under no pretext or reaſon whatever muſt this be diſpenſed with. 


XXVIII. But if the owners or conſignees ſhould conſider it their intereſt 
to retain them beyond that term, they may do it, with the exception of 
Tobaccoes : but they muſt pay, under the head of warehouſe-hire, one 
ſoldo per day for every load indiſcriminately, to be exacted in the ſame 
manner as the Purification- duties, and they ſhall only be obliged to take 
them away when there ſhall not remain the neceſſary room required for 
the reception of goods which are to perform Quarantine. 


XXIX. Deſirous of favouring the trade of ſkins admitted to Prattique, 
or under Quarantine, which are left to be aſſorted, they may be kept in 
the Lazaretto, even until their total ſale, without being ſubject to the ſaid 
warehouſe-hire. 


. Goods, admitted to Prattique in the Lazaretto of St. Leopoldo, 


cannot be withdrawn by the owners or conſignees when the ſtairs of the 
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Wet · dock are occupied by goods under Quarantine, nor while ſuch impe- 
diment exiſts; and during the firſt ſix days of the preliminary airings of 
other goods under the fame Pent-houſe : though, if the term above fixed 
for the taking away the goods be expired, they are not to be ſubje& to 


warehouſe-hire. 


XXXI. The Guards of the Lazaretto ſhall be obliged to convey the 
goods under Prattique to the ſcales; but if that ſnould take place before their 
ſale, ſuch conveyance muſt be for account of the Cuſtom-houſe porters, of 
whom the Guards may demand the amount of half the conveyance. 


XXXII. Purified goods are not to be taken from the Lazarettoes by land, 
without a ſpecial licence from the Cuſtom-houſe ; and when it is neceſſary 
that they be attended by the Guards of the Lazaretto, the latter may not 
demand any thing by way of reward from the owners. 


XXXIII. Thoſe who may wiſh to withdraw from the Lazarettoes the 
goods belonging to them, muſt produce the following vouchers : 

1. The releaſe or atteſtation made by the captain of the ſhip to the 
conſignees, or any other perſon. | 

2. The releaſe of the atteſtor in favour of the receiver. 

3. The cocket of the Cuſtom-houſe. 


XXXIV. The Officers of the Lazarettoes ſuperintending the hypothe- 
cations, ſequeſtrations, or aſſignments, upon merchandizes, will only put 
into execution all thoſe decrees or ſentences which have been iſſued by the 
Judge, and communicated to them through the medium of the office of the 
Secretary of Health, as alſo thoſe which refult from the bills of lading, or 
the order of the Atteſtor ; regiſtering them in the manual, 


XXXV. The 
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XXXV. The releaſe, conſignments, marking, viſits, inſpections, and 


all other diſpoſitions concerning the merchandizes in the Lazarettoes, muſt, 
for the purpoſe of atteſtation, be ſigned by the reſpective proprietors or 
atteſtors, or their clerks, lawfully authoriſed by an order from - the 


principal. 


XXXVI. When any one preſents himſelf for the purpoſe of inſpecting 
goods under Prattique in the Lazarettoes, he ſhall not be admitted unleſs 
he be provided with a voucher of the proprietor's permiſſion, or a decree 
of the Judge, or an order of the Preſident of Health, commanding him fo 


to do. 


XXX VII. No other weights ſhall be admitted into the Lazarettoes for 
the uſe of the merchants than thoſe of the Public Weigher. 


XXXVIII. Goods and articles, which have performed Quarantine in 


the firſt and ſecond Lazarettoes, ſhall pay a Purification-duty of one per 
Cent; but in the third Lazaretto of St. Leopoldo, ſuch Duty will be 
levied at the rate of two per Cent, according to the "Tariff, with the ex- 
ception of raw filk, the Purification-duty on which ſhall not exceed one 
per Cent: this regulation muſt be obſerved with reſpect to thoſe goods 
which, having completed the preliminary airings in the Lazaretto of St. 
Leopoldo, ſhall have been forwarded at the requeſt of the proprietors to 
the Lazaretto of St. Jacopo, in order to finiſh their Quarantine. 


XXXIX. Articles which are not liable, and have been withdrawn before 
accompliſhing two-thirds of the Quarantine required of goods which are 
liable, ſhall have no other charge in all the Lazarettoes than one-half per 

Cent. 
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Cent. upon the eſtimates in the Tariff; but if they are kept there to the 
end of the term, they will be ſubject to the whole of the Purification- duty. 


XL. If any doubt ariſe reſpecting the taxation of the Purification- duty 
on merchandizes, the matter muſt be referred to the deciſion of the Director 
of the Cuſtoms ; and ſhould the proprietors conſider themſelves aggrieved, 
they may appeal to the Auditor of the government. 


XLI. Thoſe who have not credit at the Cuſtom-houſe for the fees, muſt 
pay the Purification-duty before taking away the goods from the Lazaretto. 


XLII. All articles and merchandizes which, at the expiration of the 
term from the day of their unloading in the Lazaretto, ſhall not have been 
withdrawn by the proprietor, and for which the warehouſe-hire ſhall not 
have been paid, ſhall be fold by public auction, (due notice of the fame 
having been previouſly given) and the nett proceeds, after deducting the 
accruing expences, ſhall be depoſited until the perſon who has a lawful 
demand thereon preſent himſelf; but if there be reaſon to ſuſpect that any 
part of ſuch articles is in danger of being ſpoiled, the fame ſhall be fold by 
public auction, even before the term above fixed.

XLIII. The aſſortments and examinations of the ſkins ſhall be only 
made by the public Aſſorter, and authenticated by a paper under his own 
hand; nor ſhall any perſon interfere therewith, except he be charged 
by the proprietors with the management, cuſtody, and drying, of ſuch 
{kins, or with other operations regarding the ſame; but all the porters who 
may be employed to arrange the ſkins to be afforted, are to depend, during 


the time of aſſortment and examination, upon the orders of the Aſſorter. 
XLIV. It 


—— 
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XLIV. It ſhall always be free to the proprietors of the ſkins to entruſt 
the management of the fame to thoſe whom they may judge in their 
intereſt; but the minutes of the aſſortments or examinations muſt be 
ſigned ſolely by the public Aſſorter, and inſpected by one of the two 
Officers of the Lazaretto. 


XLV. The fee hitherto paid by merchants to the public Aſſorter, for 
the aſſortments of ſkins, ſhall in future be regulated according to the 
cuſtomary Tariff of the Treaſury of the Lazarettoes; and the entries 
received in the manner, and with the fame method, in which the Puri- 
fication-duties and the Cuſtom-houſe fees are levied. 


Thoſe merchants, who have not credit for the fees, muſt pay this fee, 
like the other Purification-duties, into the hands of the Lieutenant of the 


Lazaretto. 


And the public Aſſorter cannot demand more from the merchants, 
under any title or pretext; but muſt obtain from the royal treaſury the 
amount of his ſalary. 


XLVI. The Captain of the reſpective Lazarettoes ſhall be bound to 
indemnify the proprietors for any article of goods which may be miſſing, 
the pre-exiſtence of which may appear by the books of entry. 


XLVII. It ſhall be prohibited to any perſon employed in the Lazarettoes 
to receive, under any title or pretext ſoever, any emolument or gratuity, 


as every of them muſt perform his proper functions gratis. 


XLVIII. The 
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XLVIII. The Officers of the Lazarettoes are equally obliged to give, 


gratuitouſly, any atteſtation or document, which the intereſt of the pro- 
prietors of goods unladen at the Lazaretto may require. 


XLIX. The Feluccas which bring coral, their maſters, and the traders, 
are to be admitted into the firſt Lazaretto, with the preſcribed precautions. 


L. Any perſon who ſhall be wanting in ſubordination to the Officers, 
and reſpect to the Sentinels, ſhall be arreſted and impriſoned, according to 
the nature of the tranſgreſſion. 


LI. Whoever ſhall contravene the orders above expreſſed, ſhall be pu- 
niſhed for petty tranſgreſſions according to the juſt and prudent directions 
of the Preſident of Health, at Leghorn; but for crimes of greater import, 
and for thoſe in particular which may tend to endanger the public Health, 
the puniſhment ſhall be always ſevere, and extend even to death, accord- 
ing to the nature and circumſtances of the caſe; and the perſons accuſed 
may be proceeded againſt, either by plea, and open or ſecret denunciation, 
or ex- officio, and by Inquiſition. All the other laws and ordinances 
in relation to Health, which are not contrary to the diſpoſitions of the 
_ preſent edit, ſhall be valid.

H1s Royal Highneſs having this day, by His Royal Edict, publiſhed 
His Sovereign Orders to be obſerved in the Lazarettoes of St. Rocco, St. 
Jacopo, and St. Leopoldo; and defirous of providing at the ſame time for 
the general and particular Regulations of the fame, wills and commands, 
that the preſent Inſtructions be inviolably obſerved by thoſe whom they 
may concern, ſuch being His Sovereign Will, notwithſtanding, &c. 


GENERAL INSTRUCTIONS.

OFFICERS OF- HEALTH IN THE LAZARETTOES. 


I. We command, that the two Officers of Health in every Lazaretto 


{i be bound to dedicate all their zeal and care to the punctual execution of

all the diſpoſitions and orders which ſhall be preſented by the preſent In- 
ſtructions, as well as thoſe which it may be expedient from time to time 
to preſcribe, as circumſtances and the occaſion may dictate. 


II. At the Government of each of the three Lazarettoes ſhall preſide a 
Captain, elected by his Royal Highneſs: the uniform ſhall conſiſt of a blue 
coat, with twelve buttons, the cuffs of ſilk, with three buttons to the fame, 


and part of the collar folded back. 
The lining of the coat, and the breeches and waiſtcoat, to be of ſcarlet. 


The buttons to have an S in the middle, ſurmounted by the grand du- 


cal crown. 


The Dragoon ſhall uſe the ſame ſword as the Officers, and carry in his 
hat a button of the ſame form as that of the dreſs, and the uſual taſſels at 
both ends of the ſame. 


III. The Captains are to execute the orders of the Governor of Leg- 
horn, which may be directly, or through the medium of his Secretary's of- 
fice, communicated to them; and ſhall exactly conform themſelves to what- 
ever he may think fit to preſcribe to them. 


IV. All the Orders and final Inſtructions which, according to the exi- 
gency of the caſe, may be iſſued by the Governor of Leghorn, ſhall be 
immediately communicated by the Captain of that Lazaretto, to which 
they may be addrefled, to the Lieutenant of the Lazaretto of Health, in 
order that he may be always apprized of the actual circumſtances of the 

SY Service, 
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Service, and be thereby enabled to contribute, by his advice and counſels, 


to the moſt punctual diſcharge of the important duties of the ſaid Service. 


V. When the Captain ſhall perceive that any order of the Governor may 
be equivocal, erroneous, or contradictory, to the InſtruQtions and prevail- 
ing Ordinances, or to the actual circumſtances of the Lazare'to, he may 
ſuſpend the execution of the ſame, provided he give immediate notice for 
receiving ulterior inſtructions. 


VI. When it ſhall appear that ſome final general proviſion, regarding 
the regulations and precautions of Health, be expedient for the good regu- 
lation, adminiſtration, and government of the Lazarettoes, the Captain 
ſhall repreſent and propoſe the ſame in writing to the Governor, in order 
to await his reſolutions and orders. | 


VII. In all cafes which ſhall not have been foreſeen in the preſent in- 
ſtructions, of whatever nature they may be, and in all occafions where the 
good of the ſervice requires an immediate proviſion, the Captain ſhall con- 
cert the neceſſary meaſures with the Lieutenant of the Lazaretto, agree in 
ſentiment with him thereon, and determine; but the Captain ſhall repre- 
ſent the ſucceſs and the reſolutions taken to the Governor, and await his 


orders. 


VIII. But if, in any caſe, the two Officers of Health cannot agree with 
each other upon the matter on which it may be expedient to determine, 
and there not being time for repreſenting it, then the Captain ſhall act 
therein as he may deem proper, and apprize the Governor forthwith of the 
difficulty, ſtating what he has cauſed to be executed, and adducing the 
reaſon which have prompted him thereto. 


IX. The 
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IX. The Lieutenant muſt, on the other hand, inform at the ſame time 


the Governor, of the reaſons which have ſwayed his contrary opinion, in 
order that they may ſerve as a guide to the Governor. 


X. And if momentary caſes ſhould ariſe, in which the Lieutenant of 
Health of the Lazaretto ſhould be called upon inſtantly to a& without 
there being time to apprize the Captain, on account of his abſence from 
the Lazaretto, the ſaid Lieutenant may, under ſimilar circumſtances, take 
what he ſhall deem the moſt prudent ſteps, but adviſe the Captain thereof, 


on whom it will be incumbent to render an account to the Governor of 


what ſhall have happened. 


If, after the determination ſhall have been taken, the Captain ſhall not be 
yet returned, and the matter ſhould preſs, the communication to the Go- 
vernor ſhall be made by the Lieutenant of Health. 


XI. The Officers of Health in the ſervice of the Lazaretto ſhall have 
recourſe, in matters of economy, to the Director of the Cuſtoms, or to the 
Officer who calculates the reſerved entries. 


XII. One of the two Officers of Health ſhall conſtantly be preſent in 
the Lazarettoes, and whenever one of them goes out, the other ſhall be 


informed, in order that the Lazaretto may never be left without one of 
them. 


If at night one of the two ſhould have occaſion to abſent himſelf, he ſhall 
previouſly obtain permiſſion from the Governor and Preſident of Health. 


XIII. The 
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XIII. The Officers of Health ſhall not employ in their own ſervice the 
men in the pay of the Lazaretto ; but they may avail themſelves of their 
ſervices, when they may have occaſion to go into the city, upon affairs 
of the Lazaretto, or when they aſk leave to go upon their own private 
buſineſs. 


XIV. It ſhall be always prohibited to thoſe who live in the Lazarettoes 
to keep any dogs and cats; and, with reſpect to fowls, or other birds, they 


may only keep them in cloſe cages, wired on each fide, and not otherwiſe. 


XV. No one employed in the Lazaretto ſhall receive any ſort of gra - 
tuity, under whatever title or pretext, even if ſpontaneouſly offered. 


XVI. The perſons on ſervice, none excepted, ſhall be prohibited from 
buying orſelling any thing in the Lazarettoes, either themſelves, or ſuffer it 
to be done by others, nor ſhall they in anywiſe whatever hold a mercantile 


correſpondence within or without the Lazarettoes. 


XVII. The people under Prattique, and under Quarantine, in the Laza- 
rettoes, are forbid to uſe any foreign falt, as well as any other ſort of con- 


traband goods. 


XVIII. No perſons or goods to be received in the Lazaretto for the pur- 
poſe of performing Quarantine, without an order from the Governor, iſſued 
from the Secretary's office. 


XIX. The keys of the gates, and of the chains which incloſe the en- 


trances of the Lazarettoes, as well as thoſe which lock up the Pent-houſes, 
| and 
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and the apartments of the paſſengers, as alſo all other places in the La- 
zarettoes, muſt be depoſited in the office, in a cheſt deſtined for that pur- 
poſe ; which keys are to be kept during the night by the Captain. 


Such cheſt to have two keys; one of which to be retained in the day- 
time by the Lieutenant in the Service of Health, for procuring the utmoſt 
diſpatch of buſineſs ; but in the evening, they muſt be carried to the Cap- 
tain of the Lazaretto, or, in his abſence, to the Lieutenant. 


XX. Every evening, one or the other of the Officers of Health in the La- 
zarettoes muſt make one or more rounds at ſuch hours as he ſhall judge 
proper, according to exiſting circumſtances, in order to ſee whether the 
ſentinels are vigilant at their poſts ; and whether all the men in the ſervice 
are in their reſpective apartments; at which time he is to be accompanied 
by one of the guards on duty. 


XXI. In the courſe of the day they will alſo viſit different parts of the 
Lazarettoes, and eſpecially where there are people and goods, in order to 
ſee that they be not mixed, and that the places and avenues be always clear 
of the liable goods. 


XXII. The Captains are to watch with all care, that the Lazarettoes are 
well ſhut and ſecured, to avoid any furtive attempt on any part of the ſame. 


XXIII. It ſhall be their care to examine expreſsly and diligently the 
locks and bolts of the parlours, to aſcertain that they be entire, and to cauſe 
thoſe which may be broken in any part, to be repaired with promptitude 
and exactneſs. | 


XXIV. It 
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XXIV. It ſhall be their province to ſee that the buildings, moats, dykes, 
foundations, and every other part of the Lazarettoes, be kept in good pre- 
ſervation; and when they ſhall deem them in want of repair, they ſhall, 
preparatory to the report to the Governor and Preſident of Health, make 
a repreſentation in writing to the Director of the Cuſtoms, in whom the 


management thereof is veſted. 


XXV. If they perceive that the good of the ſervice requires new works 
and repairs, and that the object is of importance, then they muſt make a 
direct repreſentation to the Governor, in order that he may commune there- 
on with the Miniſter ſuperintending the affairs of Health at Florence. 


If any works or repairs to be done de novo do not exceed the ſum of one 
hundred livres, the Governor may give the relative orders, without any 
other authority. 


XXVI. All bills of manufacturers and artiſans muſt in the firſt inſtance 


be preſented to the Comptroller of the Lazarettoes, under the atteſtation of 
the Lieutenant of Health of the Lazaretto, and ſigned by the Captain. 


But if any work ſhould be found ill executed, or not correſpondent to 
the quantity of articles ſupplied, or of workmen employed, one or other 
of the Officers of Health muſt refuſe to ſign the bill; and for that purpoſe 
there ſhall be kept in the guard - room of the incloſure a journal, in which 
an exact account and regiſtry ſhall be kept. 


XXVII. The Captain ſhall pay all attention to the cleanſing of the ave- 


nues and Pent-houſes, and eſpecially of the roofs by which the water is re- 
| ceived 
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ceived into the ciſterns, the purifying apartments, and the canals of the 
ſame, and of every other part within the precincts of the Lazaretto. 


XXVIII. He will ſee alſo that the moats within the Lazaretto be kept 
clear, and excavated, in order that the barges laden with merchandize may 
be freely navigated therein; making, as often as may be neceſſary, the re- 
queſt for this purpoſe to the Director of the Cuſtoms, and to the Deputa- 
tion ſuperintending the excavation of the port. 


XXIX. With reſpect to the apartments of the paſſengers, in order that 
they may be kept clean while vacant, he is to procure them to be ſcoured 
and waſhed as often as neceſſary ; and where there are perſons labouring 
under a common malady, the rooms are to be, for precaution, lightly fu- 


migated. 


XXX. If in any room there ſhall be a ſick perſon, or any perſon ſhould 
die therein of a contagious ſickneſs, the Captain ſhall in ſuch caſe await the 
orders of the Governor, which will preſeribe the precautions neceſſary for 
purifying the apartment, and the articles which were in uſe by the deceaſed. 


XXXI. That ſpace of ground which is within the circumference of the 
Lazarettoes, and particularly in the ſecond and third, muſt be ſolely kept 
for hay; every ſort of cultivation being abſolutely prohibited therein, and 
a ſpace muſt be kept clean for drying the hay. 


XXXII. Each Lazaretto muſt have a general map of its extent on the 
land ſide, as far as thoſe limits, within which, according to the preſent in- 
ſtructions, work is prohibited. 

| D There 
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There ſhall alſo be ſeveral particular maps of the principal parts of the 


Lazaretto, with an indication of their uſe to thoſe for whom they may be 
intended, and with numbers referring to the general plan. 


And when any alterations take place around the building of the Laza- 
rettoes, the Captains ſhall cauſe new maps from time to time to be made, 
without altering the old ones, and all thoſe plans muſt be kept and pre- 
ſerved in the Secretary's office. 


XXXIII. If, within the preſcribed limits of each Lazaretto, any build- 
ing ſhould be enlarged, the Captain muſt immediately communicate the 
ſame to the Governor. 


XXXIV. The Captains are to cauſe the Lazarettoes to be always ſup- 
plied with the implements neceſſary for the various operations of purifi- 
cation, burials, recovery of things and animals floating in the moats and 
before the gates of the Lazarettoes, cleanſing and ſecuring the place, and 
for every other occurrence and occaſion ; as alſo with the arms neceſſary 
for the guards, ſtock of ammunition, and contingent expences. 


XXXV. All the implements with which the Lazarettoes ſhall be fur- 
niſhed for the above-mentioned occaſions, muſt be kept under lock in one 
apartment, which may alſo be appropriated for goods left behind, and they 
are not to be diſperſed in other parts of the Lazarettoes, much leſs in the 
guard-room and apartments of the Officers of Health. 


There muſt be kept an account of the conſumption of the ſame, as alſo 
of the brimſtone, cordage, oil for lamps, or other matters; and the keys of 
tae 
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the ſaid ſtore-room ſhall be conſigned to the care of the locker, as often 
as the ſervice may have occaſion for the articles therein preſerved. 


XXXVI. There ſhall be kept in each Lazaretto, in a room near the 
Secretary's office, the neceſſary cheſts for containing all the books, files, 
and every other relative paper for the ſervice, with a label at the top of 
the caſe entitled Archrves. 


And as often as the Governor, Secretary, or Comptroller of the Laza- 
rettoes, ſhall recur to any of the faid books, files, &c. they muſt be ſent 
by a guard on duty, and, after inſpection, returned to the reſpective Laza- 


rettoes. 


XXXVII. There ſhall alſo be kept in each Lazaretto an inventory, con- 
taining the inſcriptions, depoſitories, &c. as alſo all the implements, 
utenſils, articles for religious uſes, and other matters which ſhall be kept 
by the Captain, and from time to time as they are conſumed, others ſub- 
ſtituted, or new ones added, the ſame ſhall be noted in the inventory, a 
copy of which, ſigned by the Captain, ſhall be delivered to the Comp» 
troller of the reſerved entries. 


XXX VIII. Thoſe perſons only ſhall be admitted into the Lazarettoes 
who have buſineſs therein : 


Entrance however may be allowed to any one with an honeſt motive, 
under due precautions, at ſuch times and in ſuch circumſtances as ſhall be 
deemed convenient and conformable to the preſent inſtructions.

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| XXXIX. If any perſon under Quarantine ſhould requeſt leave to com- 
municate with others under greater Quarantine, it may be allowed them, : 
0 provided the Officers of Health have no juſt reaſon for refuſal. 1 
But if any one admitted to Prattique ſhould be accompanied by any per- ; 
ſon under Quarantine, it muſt not be allowed without an order in writing I 
from the Governor. | 
XL. And if it happen that any perſon under Prattique ſhall communi- 4 
cate with a per ſon or goods under Quarantine, he ſhall be ſubject to the I 
period aſſigned to ſuch perſon or goods with which he may have fo come I 
into contact. = | | 1 
If any perſon or article under leſſer Quarantine ſhould communicate © f 
mix with perſons or goods under greater Quarantine, they muſt be ſubject : 


to the period of the latter. 


XLI. There ſhall be no traffic in the Lazarettoes, and particularly during 
the celebration of maſs, either by perſons under Quarantine, or thoſe un- 
der Prattique. 


XLII. If any tranſgreſſion or negle& of the regulations and laws con- 
cerning Health, and againſt the good government and diſcipline of the 
Lazarettoes, be committed therein, the perſon or perſons offending ſhall be 
arreſted, confined, and impriſoned; and the due communication thereof 
immediately made by the Captain to the Governor, for his orders thereon. 


XLIII. If any altercations ariſe in the Lazarettoes among ſtrangers, who 
come thither, the Captain will terminate them immediately, with due pru- 
dence ; 
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dence ; but if, after having uſed his beſt endeavours for that purpoſe, any of 
them ſhould not deſiſt, or proceed to ill-treat or injure another, without 
obſerving the reſpect due to a public officer, he ſhall be put under arreſt, 
and notice given to the Governor, for his orders thereon. 


XLIV. No inſpections can be legally made in the Lazarettoes without 
an expreſs licence in writing from the Governor ; and no perſon attached 
to the ſervice of the Lazarettoes can iſſue certificates to be produced in 


court without a like licence. 


XLV. It ſhall be the care of the two Officers of Health, in each Laza- 
retto, duly to expedite all the daily affairs, in order that the merchandizes 
conſigned to Prattique, as well as thoſe received under Quarantine, may 
be quickly diſcharged from the paſſages and ſtairs of the Lazarettoes. 


XLVI. The ſmall or minute expences, ſuch as oil, cordage, brimſtone, 
payment of the aſſiſtants, &c. muſt be defrayed by the Captains. 


And at the end of two months he muſt ſend the duplicate note to the 
Comptroller of the Lazarettoes, with a certificate of the Lieutenant of 
Health of the Lazaretto, under the account of the journal which is to be 


kept, and with the ſignature of the Captain. 


XLVII. If thefts of any kind are committed in the Lazarettoes, the 
Captains, as ſoon as they ſhall be informed thereof, muſt report them to 


the Governor. 


XLVIII. And if, previous to the diſpatch of ſuch a report, the delinquent 
ſhould be diſcovered, he muſt be immediately impriſoned, and this cir- 
cumſtance 
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eumſtance ſhall be noted in the fame report, and a ſentinel ſhall be placed 
in the priſon, in order that the priſoner may not be able to communicate 


with any perſon. 


XLIX. If the theft be committed among the paſſengers, or other per- 
ſons, diſembarked at the Lazaretto for the purpoſe of performing Quaran- 
tine, and the delinquent be not diſcovered, in ſuch caſe, and in order to 
avoid as much as poſſible the commiſſion of thefts in any concealed or de- 
tached part, all thoſe perſons ſhall be immediately prevented from leaving 
their reſpective apartments until the report be made to the Governor, a 


the neceſlary orders be by him — 


L. Whoever may be the thief, when he ſhall be diſcovered, either before 
the making or after the diſpatch of the report, he muſt not only be arreſted 
and impriſoned, but the ſeals muſt be beſides immediately put upon the 
apartment by him inhabited, provided that one of the Officers of Health, 
and two guards on duty, be preſent at the ſame, and that the ſeal remain 
in the hands of one of them, who is to act on the occaſion. 


LI. And when in conſequence, the perſons accuſed of, or ſuſpected of 
being accomplices in the theft, as well as their apartments and effects are 
to be ſearched, the Captain ſhall commiſſion for this purpoſe one or more 
of the honeſt and truſt · worthy guards on duty, and the Captain or Lieu- 
tenant of the Lazaretto muſt be preſent at the ſearch. 


LII. Of all theſe primary acts relative to theft an account muſt be ren- 
dered by the Captains of the Lazarettoes to the Preſident of Health, who 
will order what he ſhall deem to be expedient for the proceſs, or for 


N the delinquent according to the rules of the Lazarettoes. 
LIII. The

LIII. The Captains are to be reſponſible for any article that may be 
miſſing or loſt at the time of Prattique, the pre-exiſtence of which ſhall 
appear by the books, and they muſt reimburſe the merchant at their own 
charge, and in the mean time make their report to the Governor, in order 
that he may dire& neceſſary examinations to be made for finding out the 
perſon who may have purloined the article in queſtion. 


But the Captains will always be able to have recourſe for their indem- 
nification to the men on the ſervice, who may have had the cuſtody and 
management of ſuch goods and articles, or to whom elſe it may concern. 


LIV. Every time after the diſcharge from priſon of any perſon under 
Quarantine, the Captain muſt cauſe the ſame to be purified, and ſhall have 
the care of the ſecurity and cleanlineſs of the fame. 


LV. As long as the boats in which the crews of the ſhips, furniſhed 
with unclean papers or toccas arrived, lie in the road under Quarantine, 
they cannot go to take in water at the canal under the Royal Foſse, oppo- 
ſite to the gate of the Capuchins, but muſt indiſpenſably go for water to 
the ſecond Lazaretto. 


And if it at any time happen that there ſhould be a want of water in 
the wells of the ſecond Lazaretto, then the ſhips will be ſupplied from 
the uſual canal in the Royal Foſs, by means of boats and veſſels in Prat- 
tique, which may convey water even to the ſide of the ſhip. 


But when the faid ſhips ſhall have entered the pier, they may ſend for 
water to the canal, as is done by the boats furniſhed with a proper paſs- 


port; 
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port ; returning one hour before the evening Angelus to 3 place of 


deſtination. 


LI. If any ſhips or other craft happen to founder in the vicinity of 
the Lazarettoes, as ſoon as the Captains ſhall be appriſed of the ſame, they 
muſt come to the ſpot with ſuch people as they ſhall think neceſſary, in 
order to render every aſſiſtance poſſible ; bringing the ſufferers into the 
Lazarettoes, and making an immediate communication to the Governor 
for his orders thereon. 


LVII. At the fame time he muſt inform the chief officer of cavalry 
thereof, in order that he may forthwith ſend his men along that part of 
the coaſt where the ſhipwreck may have happened, to watch that no one 
approach too near, and to direct their attention to the wreck. 


LVIII. The Captain of Health of the Lazarettoes only ſhall be per- 


mitted to fiſh in the moats around the Lazarettoes, provided it be done at 
a proper time when he has not other buſineſs to diſpatch. 


LIEUTENANTS OF HEALTH IN THE LAZ ARETTOEs. 


LIX. The Lieutenants of Health in the ſervice of the Lazarettoes ſhall 
be elected by his Royal Highneſs, and be dreſſed in a uniform . 
ſimilar to that of the Captains. 
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BOOKS, AND THEIR DESCRIPTION. 


LX. They ſhall be ſpecially charged with the writings of the Laza- 
rettoes, and to keep all the books, with the method and ſyſtem at preſent 
obſerved in the firſt Lazaretto. 


LXI. In the Manual will be ſet down the name of every veſſel unload- 
ing at the Lazaretto, as alſo of the Captain, his arrival, the days on which 
he began and finiſhed unloading, and that on which the purification termi- 
nated; that on which he was admitted to Prattique, as well as the name 
of the conſignees to whom the goods were certified. 


The quality, condition, mark, and number of every piece of goods 
coming within the deſcription of thoſe under the uſual impoſt of the Laza- 
rettoes, muſt be noted therein. 


Againſt the articles entered, the conſignment and the neceſſary orders 
muſt be ſtated ; and for greater perſpicuity and regularity, with the fame 
diviſions and rubricks which are uſed in the Manual of the firſt Laza- 
retto. 


LXII. In the Journal, a note of the wages of the men in the ſervice 
muſt every month be made, and every two months, of the extraordinary 
expences ; and the general orders of the ſhips which have unloaded at the 
Lazaretto, muſt be copied therein; the names of which muſt be ſtated, 
and the quantity, quality, and value of all the merchandizes ſpecified, 


E E, | which 
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which in the courſe of the two months, have been purified in the La- 


Zaretto. 


EXIII. The book entitled Magazine Duties muſt contain the name of 
the Ship and Captain, his arrival, day of Prattique, and the day on which 
he began to convey goods into the magazine, with the name of the owner, 
and the number of the parcels, which by the Manual ſhall appear to be in 
the Lazaretto, under the day on which he began to convey them into the 


magazine. 


LXIV. In the book entitled Accounts of the Men, ſhall be ſet down the 
day on which the Guards entered into the Service ; pointing out when they 
went to purify any veſſel, and the day on which they proceeded to other 
purifications, and on which they were licenſed; in order that the Service 
performed by ſuch Guards may be at all times known and verified, and the 
number actually under Quarantine, or in Prattique aſcertained. 


LXV. A ſmall book of expences, entitled /mall Journal, in which the 
Lieutenant of the Lazaretto ſhall note the expences of the Lazaretto diſ- 
burſed by the Captain; putting them under the days reſpectively, and with 


the neceſſary exactneſs and preciſion. 


LXVI. A ſmall book, entitled Journal of Sic & Dead, in which muſt 
be noted the day when the perſons fall ſick while under Quarantine, in the 
Lazaretto, and when they die; in order that the proper certificates, which 
may be demanded, may at all times be granted. 


LXVII. The Lieutenants of Health in the Lazarettoes ſhall render ac- 


counts to the reſpective merchants of the Purification-duty, upon the ge- 
neral 
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neral Mandate of the Comptroller of the Lazarettoes, which muſt be fur- 
niſhed with the ſignatures of the Lieutenant and the Captain. 


XLVIII. Thoſe merchants only will have credit for the Purification- 
duty, who have credit for the duties and fees for weighing at the Cuſtom- 


houſe. 


LXIX. Such perſons as have not credit for the Cuſtom-houſe fees, 
muſt, before taking away the merchandizes from the Lazaretto, pay the 
Purification-duty. 


LXX. In ſending, at the expiration of two months, the Mandate to the 
Comptroller of the Lazarettoes ; the fame muſt be accompanied by the 
receipt at the Lazaretto of the Purification-duties paid by thoſe who have 
not credit at the Cuſtom-houſe, and when verified, the amount muſt be 
tranſmitted to the treaſury of the Cuſtom-houſe. 


LXXI. Every certificate requeſted at the Lazarettoes by the owners of 
goods diſembarked, muſt be granted gratis by the Lieutenants of Health 
under the inſpection of the Captain, nor muſt more be exacted than the 
duty of two Crazze* for the policy from thoſe perſons who have not credit 


at the Cuſtom-houſe. 


LXXII. The Lieutenants of Health of the Lazarettoes ſhall alſo keep the 
neceſſary files of all the orders, as well thoſe iſſued by the Governor, as 
thoſe of the Cuſtomehouſe, for the conſignment of goods; as alſo of re- 


leaſes from the captains, or conſignees, and of every other document. | 
| | E 2 LXXIII. At 
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LXXIII. At the end of every year, the Lieutenants of the Lazarettoes 


muſt ſend to the Comptroller of the Lazarettoes a note, under their 


ſignature, of ſuch goods as may have been left behind, the owner of 
which has not preſented himſelf after a whole year, and on which the 


magazine-hire ſhall not have been paid, ſpecifying the ſhip and captain 


by whom they were diſembarked at the Lazaretto, the name of the con- 
ſignee of the cargo, and the reference to the Manual in which they are 
deſcribed. 


LXXIV. And for greater facility and perſpicuity in finding the entries 
of ſuch goods, which will be diſtinguiſhed by the names of Articles /e/t, 
the Manual muſt be balanced every time when another is begun, and the 
entries carried forward from the old to the new Manual. 


LXXV. Theſe articles, after a proper edi, to be publiſhed through the 
medium of the Chancery of the Cuſtom-houſe, aſſigning a certain term 


for the appearance of thoſe who may claim them, ſhall be fold by public 


auction, and delivered to the higheſt and beſt bidder, and the proceeds 
ſhall be paid into the treaſury of the Lazarettoes, under the head of 
Depoſit, unleſs the perſon appear who can lawfully claim the ſame. 


And if the goods ſhould not be taken away in due time by any one, and 
be in danger of ſuffering from delay, the Governor may order the ſale, as 
above, without waiting the preſcribed term of one year. 


LXXVI. The Guards who are to ſerve in the Lazarettoes ſhall be 
choſen by the Captains. | 


But 
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But if among thoſe, any one ſhould be found by the Lieutenants of 


Health of the Lazarettoes to be diſhoneſt or incapable, they muſt inform 
the Captains of the ſame, in order that they may proceed to the nomina- 


tion of another Guard, having the neceſſary qualities and requiſites for 


performing zealouſly the duties of the Lazarettoes ; and if the Captains 
do not heed ſuch information, they will apprize the Governor of the 
ſame, for his proviſion thereon. 


LXXVII. An account of the Guards whom it may be neceſſary to take 
into the ſervice, muſt be ſent to the Comptroller of the Lazarettoes, to be 
by him approved, which account ſhall be preſerved on a ſeparate file, to 
ſerve as a check to the Regiſter of the Servants, in which it muſt be in- 
ſerted, with the number under which it is placed on the file. 


EXXVIII. When men are taken into the ſervice, notice is to be given 
to the Governor, in order that he may approve or exclude any one he may 
judge proper; and in caſe of the excluſion of any one or more of the men 
propoſed in the notice, the Captains of the Lazarettoes are to proceed to 
propoſe others in the room of thoſe excluded. 

EXXIX. Every fifteen days, the Captains of the Lazarettoes are to ſend 
to the Governor a note, ſigned by him, of all the Guards at that time on 
ſervice, ſpecifying thoſe which are under Prattique, and thoſe which are 
under Quarantine, and upon what ſhips they are, to what ſhips they are 
about to proceed, and the days on which ſuch ſhips will terminate their 


airings, and be admitted to Prattique.

GUARDS OF THE LAZARETTOES. 


LXXX. The Guards on duty in the Lazarettoes of St. Rocco and St, 
Jacopo, may claim from them the wages of two lire per day; but the 
Guards of that of St. Leopoldo, will claim two lire and five ſoldi per day. 


LXXXI. If any Guard ſhould fall fick when on actual ſervice, he muſt 
be cured within the Lazaretto, by the phyſician on the ſervice, be fur- 
niſhed with medicines and his wages, until his recovery; after which, if 


he be unneceſſary to the ſervice, he may be diſmiſſed. 


LXXXII. All the Guards and others on ſervice of the Lazaretto, will 
depend on the orders of the Captains and Lieutenants. 


LXXXIII. The Guards of the Lazarettoes, while on ſentry, muſt be 
armed with a fuzil, and wear at ſuch times a band, the middle being red, 
a blue border, and ornamented with the arms of His Royal Highneſs, in 


order that they may be recognized as in the immediate ſervice of the 
Governor. 


LXXIV. The Guards of the Lazarettoes are to keep watch by day and 
night, according to the arrangement and alteration to be fixed by the two 
Officers of Health; they cannot quit their poſts till exchanged, and during 
the night they are to make the accuſtomed ſignals with the ſmall bells. 


If any Guard who is to relieve another ſhould refuſe to diſcharge his 
duty when. called upon, one of the Officers of Health is to be informed 
thereof, 
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thereof, and in the interim, the man whoſe turn it may next be ſhall keep 
watch, or ſome other be appointed. 


LXXXV. Thoſe Guards whoſe turn it may be to keep the laſt watch, 
which is called the Diana, ſhall be obliged to ſweep and cleanſe all parts 
of the Lazarettoes, and particularly of the goods liable; gathering the 
dirt in iron ſhovels, and conveying it in the carts uſed for the purpoſe to 


the place where the ſame is to be depoſited. 


LXXXVI. The Guards will be obliged to convey the goods, which 
may from time to time be diſembarked, under Quarantine, into the rooms 


appointed for airing them. 


LXXXVII. Such airings being finiſhed, the Guards will proceed to 
new diſembarkations and airings of goods which may arrive, and ſo pro- 
ceed from time to time ſucceſſively to others; and whenever this occurs, 
the Captain of Health in the Lazarettoes ſhall tranſmit a notice of the 
ſame, ſigned by him, to the Comptroller, for his approbation. 


LXXXVIIL Other men may be taken to remove the goods firſt aired, 
the purification of which ſhall have been half accompliſhed, provided they 
be not of a Quarantine in the Lazarettoes inferior to thoſe goods which 


ought to be removed. 


LXXXIX. For the convenient delivery to the merchants of their 
tickets, or permitting them to inſpe& the goods on board of ſhips which 
are left without men, another man may be taken into the ſervice when- 


ever ſuch inſpection or tickets are demanded; provided always, as above 


ſtated, 


ſtated, that there are not other men there of inferior Quarantine to that 


of the goods to be inſpected. 


XC. In the caſe, on the other hand, where among the goods diſem- 
barked in the Lazarettoes, there ſhould be any quantity of goods to be 
unpacked and repacked, one at leaſt of the Guards who proceed to other 
Quarantines is to be left for the purpoſe of attaching the neceſſary hooks 
and cords to the goods to be ſo unpacked and repacked, that they may be 
taken from the rooms, conveyed to the ſcales, and purified by the. men be- 
longing to the greater Quarantine, which in the Lazarettoes 1s called 


the greater Caravan, 


XCI. The Guards who attend the men at work under the Pent-houſes, 
in putting the bales again into condition, muſt be always of the number of 
thoſe belonging to the Prattique, in order that they may freely paſs under 
the Pent-houſes around the goods, which are to be ſo put into condition, 
and ſuperintend the proceedings of the workmen. 


XCII. The Guards are to be admoniſhed, not to enter into any familia- 
rity with ſhips, crews, paſſengers, and others foreign to the Service, in or- 
der that due reſpe& may be obſerved, and they be obeyed when occaſion 


requires. 


XCIII. The goods under Prattique are to be conveyed to the ſtairs, by 
the men belonging to the Lazarettoes ; but if ſuch goods are ſold in the 
Lazaretto, the conveyance of them is always to be performed by the ſame 
men, for account of the Cuſtom-houſe Porters, from whom they may de- 
mand the amount of the wages for convevance. 


XCIV. When 
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XCIV. When goods are admitted to Prattique, thoſe men who were 
admitted with them to Prattique are immediately to be diſcharged, and 
when there ſhall be occaſion to ſend away goods under Prattique, they 
muſt be carried by the porters, as occaſion may require. 


XCV. The Sentinels who guard the entrance of the Lazarettoes on the 
land fide muſt always be Guards belonging to the Prattique. 


XCVI. The Guards are forbid to ſmoke in any part of the Lazarettoes, 
out of their own cabins, and never in them, when any particular circum- 


ſtance dictates their prohibition ſo to do. 


XCVII. The Guards on ſentry at the entrances of the Lazarettoes, as 
well on the fea as on the land fide, are not to ſuffer any one to introduce 
any pipes into the Lazaretto, but they are to be extinguiſhed and depoſited 
with them, and reſtored to thoſe to whom they may belong on leaving the 
Lazaretto ; but no one ſhall be ſuffered to ſmoke in any part whatſoever of 
the Lazarettoes, excepting the Paſſengers in their own apartments. 


XCVIII. All the Guards; on duty are likewiſe to watch that no medi- 
cines, of any kind, be introduced and conveyed to the people under Quaran- 
tine, without the previous conſent of the two Officers, who may give ſuch 


conſent or refuſe it, as circumſtances may diate. 


XCIX. The chains which incloſe the entrances of the lefler gates and 
moats of thg Lazarettoes, are to be always drawn, and the Guards on ſen- 
try at the ſame are not to ſuffer any craft with goods to go out, without 
an order from the Officers of Health, in the Lazaretto, although the con- 


duCtors of the craft preſent a direct verbal order. 
F C. The 
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C. The Sentinels on duty at the entrances of the Lazarettoes ſhall pre- 
vent any perſon from taking with him into the Lazaretto animals of any 


kind whatever. 


CI. And all the animals taken into the Lazarettoes, as ſoon as they are 
diſcovered, muſt be killed by the Guards, and buried with due precautions. 


CII. If any dead animals ſhould float with the current, to the gates and 
foſſes of the Lazarettoes, the Guards are to give notice thereof to the Cap- 
tain, who is to cauſe them to be dragged on ſhore with hooks, and interred. 


Cl. The Guards on duty are to take care, that no one fiſh around the 
Lazarettoes, and eſpecially near the chains which cloſe the entrances. 


And if any one ſhould be diſcovered in the act of fiſhing in ſuch places, 
the Guards ſhall deſire him to go away, and if he obey not, then the Guards 
ſhall immediately inform the Captain, who will take the neceſſary ſteps. 


CIV. It ſhall be the province of the Guards on ſentry at the entrances 
of the land or ſea fide, to take care that no one introduce clandeſtinely any 
parcels wrapped up, or the moſt trivial thing, without being provided with 
a permit in writing from the Officers of Health, and when he is not pro- 
vided with ſuch a permit, he ſhall be ſhut in, and prevented from leaving 


the Lazaretto, and immediately notice ſhall be given to one of the two 
Officers of Health. 


CV. The Guards on ſentry at any poſt are not to leave it on any ac- 
count, or under any pretext whatever, but they are to give three ſignals 
| with 
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with the ſmall bell affixed to their reſpective poſts, which being heard, one 
of the Guards unoccupied muſt go to that poſt, where the ſignals ſhall 
have been given, to learn the with of the Sentinels, and provide for the 


occaſion. 


CVI. And in order that the Guards on ſentry may not have occaſion to 
leave their poſts, to eſcort and repaſs the meſſengers who arrive, there muſt 
be, on days of important buſineſs, a Guard belonging to the Prattique ſta- 
tioned at the Secretary's office, to carry and bring the neceſſary meſſages, 
and anſwer other purpoſes. 


CVII. If the Guards of the Lazarettoes diſcover any one, in violation 
of the Edict of the fifth July, 1781, digging for ballaſt in the vicinity of the 
Lazarettoes, they muſt apprize the Captains thereof, who ſhall immediate- 
ly inform the Officer who commands the cavalry, in order that he may diſ- 
patch his people to arreſt the tranſgreſlors. 


CVIII. If the Guards ſhould be ill-treated or diſobeyed, eſpecially when 
on ſentry, the perſon who may have committed ſuch offences is to be im- 
mediately arreſted, and the matter imparted to the Governor, for his orders 


thereon. 


CIX. Every violation of the preſcribed regulations and precautions in 
the Lazarettoes is to be communicated by the Guards on duty, immedi- 
ately on the ſame coming to their knowledge, to the Captain, and in his 


abſence to the Lieutenant. 


CX. All the Guards on duty are to obſerve the moſt rigorous ſecrecy 


with reſpect to occurrences in the Lazarettoes. 
F 2 CXI. The 
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CXI. The Guards on duty, as well as every other perſon in the Laza- 
1etto, are forbid to play at cards, dice, or any other game, under pain, if 
they are on the Service, of being diſmiſſed ; and the others, of being put 
under arreſt in their own apartments, and alſo, if circumſtances require, of 


being impriſoned. 


CXII. Thoſe Guards who have any trade may exerciſe the ſame in 
their leiſure hours, within the Lazarettoes, and in ſuch places as may be 
aſſigned to them by the Captain. 


CXIII. The Guards on going out of the Lazaretto muſt ſhew the Cap- 
tain's permit, and communicate the fame to the Lieutenant, of whom, in 
the abſence of the former, they are to aſk permiſſion to abſent themſelves. 


CXIV. They are to be prohibited from paſſing the night out of the La- 
zaretto, under pain of being immediately diſmiſſed from the Service, when 
they abſent themſelves without a ſpecial licence from the Captains, which 
the latter may grant to them in caſes of urgent neceſſity. 


CX. Every one of them muſt retire into the cabin aſſigned to him, at 
ſuch hour as ſhall be agreed upon, according to circumſtances, by the Of- 
ficers of Health in the Lazaretto, without being able to go out in the courſe 
of the night, unleſs when called upon to exchange Sentinels, 


CXVI. If any offence be committed by the Guards on duty, they are to 
be arreſted, and notice of the ſame given to the Governor, for his orders 
thereon, 
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KEEPER OF THE INCLOSURE, OR SERRAGLIO. 


CX VII. The perſon appointed to the cuſtody of the Incloſure ſhall be 
dreſſed in a blue uniform, with a cloak of the ſame folded back at the neck, 
and with ſix buttons on the coat in three diviſions, the lining, waiſtcoat 
and breeches of ſcarlet ; he will receive three lire per day as wages. 


CX VIII. He is to take particular care, that all the other Guards on Ser- 
vice perform their duty, as well in their labour of every kind, as at the 
poſts where they are appointed to ſtand Sentry; and every time when a no- 
vice is admitted to the Service as a Guard, he is to take care that he be 
inſtructed in all the duties of a good Guard. 


CXIX. And when he ſhall obſerve any one of the Guards committing 
the moſt trivial offence, or irregularity, he ſhall immediately appriſe the 
Captain of the fame, for his government. 


CXX. He is to take care every morning to aſk the Guards who have been 
on the Diana watch, whether any circumſtance have occurred in the courſe 
of the night, and ſtate the ſame to the two Officers of Health, of the La- 


Zaretto. 


CXXI. He is to take particular care that the Pent-houſes of the goods 
and the Incloſure, confined exclufively to his cuſtody, be at all times kept 
clear, and ſwept by the Guards as often as occaſion may require. 


He ſhall attentively watch when any water runs through the roofs of 


the Pent-houſes upon the goods, and apprize the Captain of the fame, in 
order 
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order that he may have the roofs repaired, as well as direct any other 


repairs that may be neceſſary. 


CXXII. He is to ſee that the Pent-houſes be kept ſhut whenever the 
work ſhall be finiſhed therein, and eſpecially in the evening. 


All the keys of the Pent-houſes are to be brought within the Secretary's 
office every time they are locked, except the key of the Incloſure, which 
he is to keep by him in the day-time, another being kept in the key cheſt 
in the office where they are both to be preſerved during the night. 


CXXIII. He will continue to make an entry of all the goods which are 
to be aired, in a book entitled the Waſte Book, with all poſſible exactneſs, 
as well in reſpect to the quantity and the quality of the goods, as what they 
may have ſuffered by dampneſs and other cauſes ; indicating alſo whether 
the parcels arrived open, broken, or deficient, from on board, as well as 


any other intereſting particular. 


CXXIV. From this Waſte-book the airings are to be re-copied in folio 
with neceſſary neatneſs, to be ſigned by the Officers of Health preſent at the 
airing ; and afterwards when it ſhall have been tranſcribed by the Lieu- 
tenant into his Manual, the fame ſhall be placed on the ſhelf deſtined for 


the purpoſe, with the number correſpondent to that of the Manual. 


CXXV. The goods demanded from the Pent-houſe are not to be taken 
thence without an order ſigned by the Officer of Health, who tranſacts 
buſineſs in the Secretary's office. 
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No perſon foreign to the Service is to be ſuffered to enter the Incloſure 
where the finer goods are kept, without a permit from the Officers of 
Health ; and on the days of Prattique and of important buſineſs, there ſhall 
be a Guard on Sentry at the door of the Incloſure, in order that no one 
may introduce himſelf while he is buſy with the conſignments. 


PASSENGERS' GUARD, &c. 


CXXVI. The Paſſengers' Guard ſhall be dreſſed in the ſame uniform with 
the Keeper of the Incloſure, and receive a ſtipend of two lire and five ſoldi 


per day. 


CXXVII. He ſhall keep a book entitled Regr/ter of Paſſengers, and enter 
therein all the Paſſengers, their names and ſurnames, nation and arrival, as 
alſo the ſhips* crews, and the Guards of Health who may come into the 
Lazaretto to perform Quarantine, the day of their diſembarkation, and 
againſt it the day of their being admitted to Prattique. 


CXXVIIL The Paſſengers' Guards ſhall be obliged to let them out and 
in, and to appriſe the Officers of Health of the Lazaretto of all petitions 
and requeſts which may be made by the faid Paſſengers, in order that they 
may be granted, or refuſed, as circumſtances ſhall dictate. 


CXXIX. He is frequently to go round the Paſſengers' quarters to ſee that 
all their apartments be always kept clean; and when occaſion ſhall require, 
he will inform a Guard of the greater Caravan thereof, in order that he may 


come and clean the premiſes, 


CXXX. When 
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CXXX. When the Paſſengers ſhall be ſhut in, the Guard appointed to 
have the cuſtody of them is to bring to both the Officers an account 
of the number of perſons ſo locked up by him. 


CXXXI. When Paſſengers are admitted to Prattique, he ſhall mi- 
nutely inſpect all their effects, before they leave the Lazaretto, and ſuffer 
all their articles in uſe to paſs; but with regard to the remaining ſtock of 
their proviſions, it muſt neceſſarily be introduced into the city by an order. 
from the Cuſtom-houſe, of which the Lieutenant of Health is always to 
be appriſed, in order that they may be forwarded with this precaution. 


PASSENGERS AND OTHER PERSONS UNDER 
QUARANTINE. 


CXXXII. No Paſſengers or other perſons under Quarantine ſhall be 
received into the Lazaretto without being provided with neceſlary food, or 
without ſome perſon ſhall be anſwerable for them. 


In the contrary caſe, they muſt return on board until ſome one offer 
himſelf to be reſponſible for them, unleſs the Governor ſhould ſee juſt 
reaſons for admitting them notwithſtanding. 


CXXXIII. When Paſſengers and others diſembark for the purpoſe of 
performing Quarantine, in the Lazaretto, they are to cauſe their effects to 
be minutely inſpected by the Guards belonging to the fame Quarantine ; if 
they do not, all effects they may have in cheſts, bales, coffers, &c. are to 

be 
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be taken from the ſaid Paſſengers, in the preſence of one of the two 
Officers of Health, of the Lazaretto, and of the Paſſengers“ Guard. 


CXXXIV. And ſhould among them any liable effects be found, they 
will put them apart to be carried to the Incloſure, where they are to 
undergo the ſame airing and term of Quarantine aſſigned to all the other 
goods which arrived in the ſame ſhip. | 


CXXXV. The boat which conveyed ſuch perſons is to be ſuffered to 
depart, if the inſpection ſhould not be finiſhed, in order that the crew 
may convey the effects to their reſpective ſtations, when they have not 
with them the proper perſons of the Service. 


CXXXVI. But with regard to letters and packets which the Paſſen- 
gers may have, if they wiſh to keep theſe by them they muſt have them 
opened during ſuch inſpection; and if they do not with to retain them 
open, they muſt be conveyed to the cheſt of the Incloſure, in order to be 
opened and fumigated for Prattique. 


In the caſe, however, when the Quarantine aſſigned to Paſſengers is in- 
ferior to that of the goods liable, they are not to have their letters until 
they ſhall have been previouſly opened and fumigated by the fumigator. 


CXXXVII. Small boxes or caſes of jewels, and all other unliable articles, 
they may keep by them ; but they muſt, however, ſuffer them to be opened 
during the inſpection, if the Quarantine for the perſons be equal to that of 
the liable articles; if otherwiſe, cauſe them to be opened either by the 
fumigator or by the other Guards whoſe turn it may be, in order that they 

G may 
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may be returned to them purified, when the term of their Quarantine ſhall 
be ſhorter than that of the goods. 


CXXXVIII. All the arms which the Paſſengers may have muſt be, 
without exception, depoſited in the Incloſure, to be reſtored to them when 
admitted to Prattique ; and if they have any foreign ſalt, the ſame muſt be 
returned on board. 


CXXXIX. In aſſigning apartments to the Paſſengers, the Captains muſt 
accommodate them as far as the circumſtance may render it convenient ; 
and due regard muſt be had to the number and rank of perſons, in order 
that every thing may be conducted without partiality and preference. 


CXL. The Quarantine of perſons will begin to be reckoned from the 
day they are ſeparated from the goods which are liable. 


CXLI. Paſſengers and other perſons diſembarked at the Lazaretto, to 
perform Quarantine, muſt remain in the place aſſigned to perſons under 
Quarantine, and may not perambulate in the other parts of the Lazaretto, 


unleſs they go to the parlour. 


CXLII. Paſſengers and all other perſons who are in the Lazaretto to 
perform Quarantine, muſt ſubmit to the precautions relative to public 
Health, and their conduct muſt be regulated by the orders of the Officers 
of Health, in the Lazarettoes, and they muſt obey the Guards on Sentry. 


CXLIII. Every evening, at the tolling of the Angelus, all the Paſſen - 
gers, or other perſons under Quarantine, muſt be ſhut up in their reſpective 
apartments | 
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apartments, and they cannot be opened till the following morning at ſun- 


riſe. 


CXLIV. In caſes where Paſſengers, mariners, or other perſons diſem- 
bark at the Lazarettoes, after they have commenced the performance of 
Quarantine on board the veſſels, and where it cannot be known at the 
| Lazarettoes how many days they have performed on board, the Guards of 
Health, previous to the conducting ſuch perſons to the Lazaretto, are to take 
the neceſſary account from a verbal ſtatement, and ſigned by the Officer 
of Health. 


CXLV. If any one come to ſpeak with the perſons under Quarantine, 
he may be permitted ſo to do, but always in the parlour, and not in any 
other place, and always attended by one or more of the Guards on duty, 
as occaſion may require. | 


And care ſhall be taken that this convenience be not abuſed, for the 
mere purpoſe of converſation, and that no ſuperfluous communication be 
had to the prejudice of others who may wiſh to ſpeak on buſineſs. 


CXLVI. Paſſengers, mariners, or other perſons, of different religions, 
who may be in the Lazarettoes for performing Quarintine, muſt be allowed 
the free exerciſe of their religion, according to their rites, provided the 
ſame be done in the apartments aſſigned for their habitation, and without 
diſturbing any one. 


CXLVII. Care muſt be taken that during Maſs the Paſſengers, or others 
under Quarantine, obſerve the due diſtances and precautions, in order that 


any mixture may be avoided. 
G 2 CXLVII. The 
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CXLVIII. The crews of ſhips under Quarantine, who may come to 
the Lazaretto for the purpoſe of hearing Maſs, are to be ſeparated from 
each other, and the Guards of Health, who attend them, are to look 
after their particular crew ; and if need be, the Sentinels are to be doubled, 


for greater precaution. 


CXLIX. Catholic Prieſts who may be in the Lazarettoes, for the pur- 
poſe of performing Quarantine, may be permitted to celebrate Maſs in the 
chapel appointed for Paſſengers under Quarantine; provided, however, 
that they exhibit their approved dimiſſory letters to the ſuperior Eccleſi- 


aſtics. 


CL. The Prieſt under Quarantine is to bring all the ſacred paraphernalia, 
and every other neceſſary article for ſuch celebration; and when Maſs ſhall 
be finiſhed, he muſt remove from the altar every thing that may be liable 
to contagion, clean the chapel and the altar; after which, one of the 


Guards on duty is to ſee that all be ſafely performed. 


CLI. Perſons who are on the ſame Quarantine with the Prieſt may hear 
Maſs within the ſame chapel, and others of a different Quarantine may 
hear it from the windows, or other places aſſigned to them, always, how- 
ever, with the attendance of the Guards on duty, to prevent any confuſion 


or commixion. 


CLII. If any perſon under Quarantine fall ſick, the Captains are to 
acquaint the Phyſician of Health therewith, and afterwards report it to 
the Governor, 


CLIIL If 
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CLIII. If the Phyſician of Health ſhould not ſuſpe& the malady to be 
contagious, the ſick perſon ſhall have the privilege of availing himſelf of 
the advice of another Phyſician, provided the above Phyſician leave an 
atteſtation in writing with the Captain of the Lazaretto, that the diſeaſe 
is not ſuſpected to be contagious. 


It will nevertheleſs be incumbent on the Phyſician of Health to viſit 
now and then, ex officio, ſuch ſick perſons, that he may be always 
appriſed of the quality of the diſcaſe. 


CLIV. When the Phyſician of Health ſhall find any attack of a 
ſuſpicious diſeaſe, he muſt immediately acquaint the Officers of Health 
of the Lazaretto, in order that the precautions which they deem to be ex- 
pedient may be inſtantly taken, and communication ſhall be made to the 
Governor, by the Captain, to await his orders, 


CLV. If any perſon under Quarantine, ſick or in health, ſhould require 
a Prieſt for the performance of any religious act, the ſame ſhall only be 
granted if he be content to pay for the Prieſt's admiſſion to Prattique, and 
if he have a permit in writing from the Governor. 


CLVI. If, however, any Paſſenger be dangerouſly ill, and his circum- 
ſtances ſhould not enable him to be at the expence of the Quarantine of 
ſuch Prieſt, whom he may require for confeſſion, the Captain ſhall in- 
form the Governor thereof, who may cauſe the expence to be defrayed by 
the treaſury of the Lazaretto. | 


CLVII. Should any perſon under Quarantine be in danger of his life, 
| he may legally diſpoſe of his effects by a laſt will, communicating verbally 
8 | ſuch 
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ſuch diſpoſition to three Guards of the Lazaretto as witneſſes ; and if either 
of them can write, he is to take a note of ſuch diſpoſition in writing, and 


the ſame, after having been fumigated, ſhall be faithfully preſerved in the 
office of the Lazaretto. 


But if neither of the Guards ſhould be able to write, it will ſuffice, that 


they agree 1n their depoſition on oath before the tribunal, in the accuſtom- 
ed forms, reſpecting ſuch diſpoſition. 


CLVIII. If the teſtator ſhould recover, the ſaid diſpoſition will be null 
and void, and conſidered as if it never had been made, faving the caſe where 
the teſtator ihall have become non compos mentis by reaſon of the malady, 
and ſhould for ever remain incapacitated by imbecillity from making a will, 
or otherwiſe declaring his ſentiments; in which caſe, his ſaid diſpoſition 


- ſhall be as valid, as if he had died while under Quarantine, in the courſe of 


the diſeaſe during which he had made ſuch diſpoſition as above. 


CLIX. But if the memorandum ſhould have been taken in writing, the 
Captain having informed the Governor thereof, ſhall tranſmit the ſame to 
the auditor of the aforeſaid tribunal, immediately on the death of the teſta- 
tor, and he will verify the contents by the examination of the ſaid Guards. 


And, in both caſes, the depoſition being concordant, the effects will be 
diſpoſed of as if by will, or other legal or valid ſettlement, in caſe of death, 


and as wills made in times of peſtilence. 


CLX. The Quarantine of Paſſengers or other perſons being terminated, 
the attendant on the * muſt acquaint the Phyfician of Health, in 
order 
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order that he may come on the preceding evening to the Lazaretto, to ex- 
amine them; this examination muſt take place in the preſence of one of 
the two Officers of Health, in the Lazaretto, and the Phyſician will enter 
his certificate in writing in the Paſſengers' book, where their names ſhall 
have been entered, of his not finding any impediment to their admiſſion to 
free Prattique. 


CLXI. If on the termination of the Quarantine of the Paſſengers, or 
others under Quarantine, the Phyſician, on making his viſit, ſhould not be 
fully fatisfied with the ſtate of their health, the Prattique ſhall remain ſuſ- 
pended, and the Captain ſhall apprize the Governor thereof, in order to 


await his orders. 


CLXII. If any perſon die while under Quarantine, the Officers of Health 
of the Lazaretto ſhall give notice of the ſame to the Phyſician of Health, 
in order that he may come and inſpect the corpſe; after which, the faid Phy- 
ſician ſhall give a certificate under his hand, ſtating the ſpecies of diſeaſe 
of which he died, which certificate ſhall be immediately forwarded to the 
Governor, whoſe orders are to be awaited thereon. 


CLXIII. If it happen in the Lazarettoes, that any perſon under Quaran- 
tine die of the contagion, the perſons under Prattique not being permitted 
to have any communication with thoſe under Quarantine, no new regula- 
tion need be made reſpecting the admiſſion of perſons to Prattique. 


The Captain ſhall however notwithſtanding give notice thereof to the 
Governor, for his orders thereon. 


CLXIV. One 
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CLXIV. One or other of the Officers of Health of the Lazarettoes 
muſt attend, in caſe of the death of any perſon under Quarantine, at the 
viſit of the Phyſician of Health, and at the interment of the corpſe, which 
muſt be depoſited naked in a deep grave covered with quick lime, and the 
grave filled cloſe with earth, and other precautions uſed which ſhall be 
preſcribed according to circumſtances, all at the expence of the Laza- 


rettoes. 


CLXV. The corpſes which are conveyed from on board of ſhips for 
interment in the Lazarettoes muſt be there prepared for interment, and 
interred by the ſame people who bring them, always, however, with the 
uſual attendance of one of the Officers of Health, in the Lazaretto, and 
of the Guards on duty ; and where there is any doubt whether the deceaſed 
had any contagious malady, the above-mentioned precautions are to be ob- 
ſerved. 


CLXVI. In the interment of corpſes care muſt be taken that the aſſiſ- 
tants on the occaſion be of the ſame, or of greater Quarantine than the 
deceaſed had been ſubject to; and where there are not any ſuch perſons, the 
hooks and ſpades deſtined for that purpoſe are to be uſed. 


CLXVII. No Prieſt ſhall aſſemble the people in the Lazarettoes before 
the corpſe of any perſon who has died while under Quarantine. 


CLXVIII. If any unexpected accident happen during the night in the 
Lazarettoes, the Phyſician of the country, or any other, who may eaſily 
be found, may be called to viſit the perſon who may have fallen ſick of 
any ſudden malady; the Captain, however, muſt give notice thereof, early 


in the enſuing morning, to the Governor and Phyſician of Health. 
- CL.XIX. The 
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CLXIX. The Phyſician of Health ſhall be obliged to adminiſter medi- 


cines gratis to all perſons in the actual ſervice of the Lazarettoes, and 
their families. 


But if any one ſhould chooſe to have another Phyſician, it ſhall be at his 
own expence. 


CLXX. As often as the Phyſician of Health, in the diſcharge of his 
duty, ſhall go to the Lazarettoes, he ſhall be reimburſed from the treaſury 
thereof for the expences of his carriage. | 


CLXXI. The Officers of the Lazarettoes are at liberty to uſe at plea- 
ſure the medicines which are uſed gratis by the perſons employed in the 
Lazarettoes. 


CLXXII. Whenever either of the Lazarettoes ſhall carry into effect the 
receipt for the privileged perſons, it muſt be obſerved that they be ſigned 
by the Phyſician, and before the accounts be preſented to the Comptroller 
of the Lazaretto, they muſt be collated with the receipts of the preceding 
Phyſician, and then ſigned by the Officers of Health of the Lazaretto. 


GOODS UNDER QUARANTINE. 


CCLXXIII. No goods, perſons, or animals, can be admitted into the 
Lazarettoes to perform Quarantine, except by a permit in writing from 
the Governor. 


H CCLXXIV. When 
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CLXXIV. When the goods under Quarantine are arrived and unladen 
at the Lazarettoes, they muſt be carried under the Pent-houſes as ſoon as 
poſſible, and eſpecially in ſtormy and rainy weather, in order that they 
may not be injured. 


CLXXV. Goods of greater value, and ſmall articles liable to be loſt, 
muſt be depoſited in the cheſts of the Incloſures appropriated thereto. 


CLXXVI. The boats laden With merchandize under Quarantine are, 
however, not to be permitted ot commence unloading, until the ſtairs ſhall 
be entirely unoccupied by goods admitted to Prattique, which may already 
have been conveyed thither to be forwarded. 


And the goods admitted to Prattique cannot be forwarded until the 
ſtairs on which are goods under Quarantine ſhall be perfectly free and 


purified. 


CLXX VII. Where goods under Quarantine arrive at the Lazaretto at 
a late hour, and there be not time ſufficient for receiving them under the 
Pent-houſes, the unloading thereof is to be poſtponed till the following 
morning; a perſon of the crew whom, the Captain or Clerk of the ſhip 
ſhall deem proper, remaining in the boat, together with the Boatmen, for 
the cuſtody of the goods; and the Sentinels of the night muſt watch that 
ſuch perſons do not leave their boat. | 


CLXXVIII. If, during the unloading of goods under Quarantine, any 
high or tempeſtuous winds ſhould ſpring up, and the goods to be unladen 
ſhould be of a nature to be lifted into the air and carried away by the wind, 

the 
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the unloading ſhall be ſuſpended until the wind be calm, and the goods 
remaining in the boats ſhall be by the Boatmen protected with a covering, 
which the Lazarettoes may furniſh them with, if the Boatmen ſhould not 
be provided. 


CLXXIX. As ſoon as the unloading of the goods from any ſhip ſhall 
be finiſhed, the Guards are minutely to examine the boats, or other crafts, 
to be aſſured that nothing be left concealed therein, and the fame exami- 
nation muſt be made previous to the departure of ſuch boats from the 
Lazaretto, as are either admitted to Prattique, or proceed to other unload- 
ings, and ſhould ought be found fo concealed, it muſt be placed apart, 
and notice be given to the Governor. 


CLXXX. After the boats ſhall have unladen into the reſpective Laza- 
rettoes all the goods under Quarantine, they muſt be immediately purified 
and reſtored to Prattique, as they cannot be kept at the Lazaretto, and the 


| Boatmen muſt be ſtationed in the rooms aſſigned to them. 


CLXXXI. It ſhall be at the option of the owners or conſignees of 
goods, to demand at the Lazarettoes the marking of their bales by the 
Guards who attend at the unloading, taking care, however, that they be 
previouſly conveyed to the great cabin, authenticating the requeſt by their 
own ſignatures, and paying to the Guards a recompenſe of three ſoldi 


per load. 


CLXXXII. In packing the bales under the Pent-houſes, care muſt be 
had that they be placed with the marks undermoſt, in order that in re- 
moving them they may be found uppermoſt, that the owners at their ad - 


miſſion to Prattique may eaſily find ſuch as may belong to them. 
H 2 CLXXXIII. During 
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CLXXXIII. During the airing of the goods, one or other of the Of- 
ficers of Health of the Lazaretto muſt always attend to ſee that ſuch ope- 
ration be made with all poſſible diligence, and according to the precau- 
tions preſcribed in the preſent Inſtructions. 


CLXXXIV. During the airing, no one ſhall be permitted to be preſent 
at ſuch operation, except the perſons on duty, becauſe that is the moſt 
dangerous time in which untoward accidents might occur, and when quiet 


is neceſſary for due preciſion in the work. 


CLXXXV. In opening the bales, care muſt be had that the envelopes 
be not cut open, but unripped at the ſeams; and previous to their being 
removed when half purified, they muſt be tied with care, as well as on 


the day preceding their admiſſion to Prattique. 


CLXXXVI. When any goods are found at the airing to be wet, in- 
jured, or neglected, notice muſt be given thereof to the conſignee, in 
order that he may apprize the owners, who may require that the Guards 
of the Quarantine of ſuch goods do uſe diligence in drying them and putting 
them again into condition, which requeſt ſhall be granted when circum- 


ſtances permit. 


And the wages or recompence for ſuch extraordinary labour will be 
paid by the owner to the Guards, according to what ſhall have been ſettled 
by the Captain, who will uſe all poſſible diſcretion in caſes where the 
owner or conſignee ſhould not with to have people of their own choice, to 
be admitted to Prattique, for the purpoſe of reconditioning the goods. 


CEXXXVII. When 
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CLXXXVII. When the airings ſhall be finiſhed, if the conſignees of 
goods require at the Lazarettoes a copy of the ſame, they ſhall be permitted 
to take ſuch copy, on addreſſing themſelves to the Guards of the Incloſure, 
and they ſhall have ſole permiſſion to take a copy of the whole cargo. 


And with regard to thoſe perſons, who may require to know or copy any 
part of the airings, on aſſerting their intereſt therein, it ſhall not be granted 
to them, unleſs they be furniſhed with an order, either from the Governor, 


Preſident, or from the Tribunal. 


CLXXX VIII. Goods under Quarantine may be allowed to be inſpected, 
as alſo an account to be made of the weight, with the aſſiſtance of the 
public Weigher, at ſuch times as are preſcribed at each Lazaretto ; pro- 
vided always, that the perſon who preſents himſelf for making ſuch in- 
ſpection or to cauſe ſuch weighing, be from time to time provided with 
an order in writing from the owner or conſignee of the ſame. 


CXXXIX. Should it occur that, after the unloading and airing of any 
| goods from any ſhip, any parcel, bundle, cheſt, or the like, ſhould be 
brought to the Lazaretto; the ſame may be received and carried into the 
great cabin of the Fumigator, or of ſuch other perſon who may have the 
management of the faid goods which have already undergone their airings, 
jointly with the perſon who may have managed the ſame, open the con- 
tents and air the articles, which ſhall be kept ſeparate from the other 
goods already aired, in order that none of the days of airing which have 
already paſſed may be loſt, and the Captain will give the due notice to the 


Governor. 


CXC. When

CXC. When any alterations are made relative to the diminution or in- 
creaſe of the period of Quarantine, the Captains of the reſpective Laza- 
rettoes muſt be informed thereof, through the medium of the Secretary's 
office, in order that they may regulate the operations around the goods in 
reſpe& to the period of their reſpective Quarantine, and that the goods 
may be admitted in due time to free Prattique. 


CXCT. The period of Quarantine aſſigned to the goods being expired, 

the Phyſician of Health muſt have notice of the ſame, who ſhall repair to 
the Lazaretto, and examine, in the preſence of one of the two Officers of 
Health, all the perſons who may have ſerved under the Quarantine of 
the ſame, and finding no impediment, the faid Phyſician ſhall grant his 
certificate in the book where the Guards are entered, and then the goods, 
as well as the perſons, ſhall be admitted to free Prattique. 


GOODS ADMITTED TO PRATTIQUE. 


CXCII. On the day on which goods are admitted to Prattique, ſuch 
perſons as ſucceſſively prefent themſelves for the purpoſe of working at the 
reconditioning of the bales ſhall be freely admitted ; the labours of every 
one are under no pretext whatever to be interrupted; nor their time loſt 
in waiting for other people who may have goods in the ſame Ship, and 
under the ſame Pent-houſe ; and with reſpe& to the Lazaretto of St. Leo- 
poldo, that which is preſcribed on this point, in the particular Inſtructions 
for the ſame, under article VIII, ſhall be attended to. 


CXCII. When the goods are admitted to free Prattique, the term of 
twenty days ſhall be granted for the convenience of putting the bales, &c. 
| | into 
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into condition; and the ſame being expired, the owners muſt remove them 
from the Lazaretto. 


CXCIV. But if the merchants ſhould, from any particular circum- 
ſtances, find it convenient to leave them beyond that term, they may in 
ſuch caſe continue to leave them until the Lazaretto ſhould have occaſion 
for room to replace other goods under Quarantine, on payment, however, 
of one ſoldo per day for every load whatever, under the head of magazine- 
hire; the particular arrangement hereon for the Lazaretto of St. Leopoldo 


is under article XLIX. 


And they ſhall be debited for ſuch magazine-hire in the account of the 
Purification-duties, to be paid into the treaſury of the Lazaretto; and thoſe 
merchants who have not credit are to pay the ſame to the Lazaretto, before 
they take away the goods. 


And with reſpect to ſkins which are admitted to Prattique, or thoſe uu- 
der Quarantine, they may be left to be aſſorted in the Lazaretto, and after- 
wards till their final fale, without being liable to the ſaid magazine- hire. 


CXCV. But as often as there ſhould be want of room for goods under 
| Quarantine, and that all or part of the goods under Prattique which may 
remain ſhould prevent the unloading of the former, the Captain of the 
Lazaretto ſhall give notice to the reſpective owners by a circular letter, by 
means of one of the Guards on duty; and if ſuch notice, and time per- 
mitting, they ſhould not ſend to take the goods away, information ſhall 
be given to the Governor, who will iſſue an order to be forwarded to the 


owners reſiding in Leghorn, all at their own charge, | 
CXCVI. But 
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CXCVI. But the Officers of Health of the Lazaretto are to take care, 
that, notwithſtanding the convenience ſo granted to merchants in permit- 
ting them to keep their goods in the Lazaretto, there ſhall always remain 
free at leaſt one Pent-houſe, for the purpoſe of receiving any cargo that 
may arrive to perform Quarantine; and in order to reſerve ſuch Pent- 
houſe, and to empty others that may be neceſlary, they are to diſcharge 
thoſe goods which from time to time may have firſt been admitted to 
Prattique. | 


CXCVIL All forts, however, of tobacco ſhall be excluded from this be- 
nefit of magazine-hire; they muſt be immediately put into condition and 
taken out of the Lazaretto, with a permit from the Officer of the To- 
bacco-office, and under the eſcort and aſſiſtance of one of the Guards of 
the ſaid office. 


CXCVIII. The merchants ſhall not be allowed to uſe any weights in 
the Lazaretto, other than thoſe of the public weigher. 


CXCIX. At the weighing of Goods under the Pent-houſes, cylinders 
and levers cannot be permitted to be uſed, but they muſt be ſimply lifted 
by the ſhoulders, in order that the pavement of the Pent-houſe may not 
be injured. 


CC. On days of great buſineſs, and multiplicity of conſignments, of 
goods under Prattique, in order that merchants, or others commiſſioned by 


them to receive the goods, may not ſuffer much loſs of time in waiting 
for the weighing of the goods to aſcertain the Port-duties, and in order 
that the paſſages and ſtair-caſes of the Lazaretto may be diſencumbered as 


ſoon 
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ſoon as poſſible, the Captain may, in ſuch caſes, demand another weigher 
from the Cuſtom-houſe, for the greater diſpatch of buſineſs. 


CCI. When perſons preſent themſelves for eſtimating the goods, they 
muſt produce a policy, ſigned by the owner or conſignee of the fame, au- 
thorizing them ſo to do, without which, they ſhall not be permitted to 
make any valuation, except ſuch be ordered by the Judge. 


CClII. The documents neceſſary for the due conſignment of the goods 
are as follows : 


1. The releaſe or atteſtation made by the Captain of the ſhip to the 
conſignee, or any other perſon. 


2, The releaſe of the atteſtor, in favor of the receiver. 
3. The policy of permit, from the Cuſtom-houſe. 
CCIII. The Lazarettoes are freely to conſign the goods to ſuch perſon 
as may come to receive them, when he ſhall bring with him the above- 
mentioned documents, which ſhall ſerve as a guide to the Officers of 


Health, in aſcertaining that the conſignment has been duly made. 


CCIV. All thoſe policies which ſhall be preſented at the Lazarettoes, 


concerning releaſes, ceſſions, conſignments, markings, inſpections, recon- 


ditioning the bales, valuations, and all others having relation to goods 
and articles diſembarked at the Lazarettoes, muſt be ſigned by the 


reſpective owners, or atteſtors. 
| I CCV. Orders 
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CCV. Orders figned by clerks, unleſs they have been firſt lawfully 


authorized by their principals, by a former order under their ſignature, 
recognizing them as their agents and clerks, ſhall not be admitted. 


CCVI. And it ſhall be the care of merchants, to apprize the Lazarettoes 
by a note, under their ſignature, every time they change their clerks, and 
neglecting ſo to do, the conſignments or other diſpoſitions relative to the 
goods are to be made in the preſence of perſons previouſly authorized. 


CCVII. The conſignment of the goods is not to be ſuſpended, when 
provided with all the above-mentioned documents, except there ſhould be 
a decree, or ſentence of the Judge contrary thereto, of which, communi- 
cation is to be made through the medium of the office of the Secretary of 
Health ; or ſome attachment reſulting from the bill of lading, or from an 
order of the conſignee, already regiſtered in the Manual. 


CCVIII. The boatmen and bargemen who ſhall preſent themſelves at 
the Lazarettoes, for the purpoſe of receiving goods admitted to Prattique, 
provided they have the permiſſion of the Guard to enable them to land, 
will apply immediately at the office, to offer the neceſſary documents for 
the conſignment, and afterwards repair to the ſcales, in order to receive 
that which may be due to them. 


CCIX. Purified goods ſhall not be allowed to be taken from the Laza- 
rettoes by the land fide, without a ſpecial permit from the Cuſtom-houſe. 


CCX. No ſacks, bundles, and parcels, however ſmall, containing rub- 


biſh, injured articles, remnants of bales, and patterns, or matters of any 
other 


„ 
other deſcription ſoever, ſhall be ſuffered to be brought out of the Laza- 
rettoes, unleſs the perſons coming from time to time to receive them be 


provided with an order figned by the owner, or by his clerk lawfully au- 


thorized. 


CCXI. And in order that every owner may be ſure of receiving into his 
warehouſe the whole quantity of articles which ſhall be configned from 
the Lazarettoes, in the ſaid ſacks, bundles, and parcels, there ſhall always 
be affixed within the office of each Lazaretto a pair of ſcales, adapted to 
ſuch purpoſe, and from time to time the contents thereof may be weighed 
in the preſence of one of the two Officers of the Lazaretto, by whom there 
ſhall afterwards be ſent in writing, through the medium of one of the Guards 
of the Prattique, to the reſpective owners, the number, weight, and ſpecies 
of the contents of ſuch parcels as ſhall have been conſigned. 


CCXII. To prevent any thefts, embezzlements, and concealments, and 
to hinder the conveyance of any embezzled articles out of the Lazarettoes, 
all work, conſignments, inſpections, and all other operations relative to the 
goods in Prattique, are to terminate one hour before the evening Angelus: 
the Pent-houſes in which ſuch goods are depoſited ſhall be locked up, and 
all the meſſengers, porters, boatmen, and other perſons, who may attend 
for the like functions, are to be diſmiſſed, in order that ſuch perſons leaving 
the Lazaretto before dark, the Guards may diſcover whether any one carry 
with him any article concealed. 


CCXIII. In the night-time, thoſe goods are not to be left on the ſtairs, 
which have already been conſigned to the reſpective owners, and their 
clerks ; and if they be left, the Guards on duty belonging to the Prattique 
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are to carry them away, and place them before the Angelus under the Pent- 


houſes, at the expence of the owner. 


CCXIV. The Contractor of the Store-rooms of the Lazarettoes, ſhall 
alone have the privilege of ſelling therein any ſort of eatables, and of wine, 
and the Captain will obſerve that ſuch orders be preciſely executed. 


CCXV. The Contractor may not place Store-keepers in the Lazaretto, 
without the approbation of the Captains ; and if, notwithſtanding ſuch ap- 
proval, it ſhould be deemed neceſſary to change ſuch Store-keepers, and the 
Contractor ſhould not agree thereto, in that caſe, the Governor ſhall be 
apprized of the motives which have induced ſuch excluſion. | 


CCX VI. The Store-keepers muſt in the day-time be in the Lazaretto, 
and at night the Captains may give them liberty to abſent themſelves, when 


they ſhall think it convenient, 


CCXVII. The Store-keepers may not walk in thoſe parts of the Laza- 
retto, where there are perſons and goods under Quarantine. 


CCXVIII. The Contractor ſhall take care, that there be always in the 
Lazarettoes a note of the price of victuals to be delivered out, approved 
by the Comptroller of the Lazaretto ; and it ſhall be the duty of the Cap- 
tains to ſee that the Contractor be uniform in thoſe prices. 


CCXIX. This note of the prices ſo approved muſt be always duly en- 
forced, until a different one be ſent by the Comptroller of the Lazaretto. 


CCXX. The 
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CCXX. The Store-keeper ſhall truſt the Guards on duty with the re- 
ceipts for beds and proviſions, provided the fame do not exceed the ſalary 
of two lire per day, and if it be more, they muſt pay it from time to time : 
and before their wages be paid them, at the end of each month, the Cap- 
tain ſhall ſee that the Contractor be paid the hire of the beds, and the 
amount of the diſhes. 


CCXXI1. All the credit which the Contractor may give to perſons foreign 


to the Service, ſhall be at his own riſque ; and he can never pretend to have 
claim for the ſame againſt the Lazaretto. 


CCXXII. If the Captains ſhould forbid the giving victuals or wine to 


any perſon, or if any particular thing be preſcribed to be given, they muſt 
be punctually obeyed. 


CCXXIII. The victuals muſt be delivered out at ſuch hours and times 
as may be preſcribed by the Captain, with the aſſiſtance of one Guard, 
always belonging to the Prattique, and appointed thereto, by whom the 
windows, through which the victuals are accuſtomed to be given, are from 
time to time to be opened, and ſhut immediately after the diſtribution of 
the proviſions, taking care that in paſſing and repaſſing with the diſhes, 
plates, and monies, the Store-keeper do attend to all that ſhall be ſuggeſted 
to him by the aſſiſtant Guard. 


CCXXIV. If out of the proper time any perſon under Quarantine 
ſhould demand any thing from the Store-keepers, the Store-keepers ſhall 
firſt inform the Guard, in order that he may aſſiſt at extraordinary occaſions. 


CCXXV. Beſides 
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CCXXV. Beſides all the above precautions and regulations, and the 
attendance of the Store-keeper, the Contractor of the Store- rooms may 
attend in perſon at the Store- rooms, when his own intereſt, or any other 


reaſon prompt him ſo to do. 


CCXXVI. The Store-keepers will entirely depend on the orders of the 
Officers of Health of the Lazarettoes, as well in their meaſures for the 
tranquillity of the place, as in reſpect to all the other operations relative to 
the diſtribution of the proviſions; conforming in every reſpect to the pre- 
cautions which ſhall be ſuggeſted to them by the Officers of Health, and 


by the Guards on duty. 


CCXXVII. The Captains ſhall take care that the Store-rooms be fur- 
niſhed with all forts of things that can be wanted, and that thoſe be of a 
good quality, and if otherwiſe, that they be exchanged. 


COXX VIII. The Paſſengers, as well as the men belonging to the 
Service, and every other perſon, ſhall be at liberty to provide themſelves 
with victuals, where they ſhall think proper, without being obliged to 
apply at the Store-rooms ; obſerving, however, the uſual precautions in 


ſending for them. 


But with reſpect to the Guards, they may not refuſe to receive the daily 
allowance from the Store-rooms, if they have not given notice thereof to 


the Store-keeper on the preceding day. 


CCXXIX. The Guards on Service, though they may be permitted to 


to provide their victuals where they may think proper; yet they ſhall not 
cook 
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cook any thing out of the kitchen of the Store- rooms, paying to the Con- 
tractor the juſt price for the cooking and ſeaſoning, the Guards being forbid 
to light a fire in any part of the Lazaretto. 


CC XXX. All the Guards who are on actual Service at the Lazarettoes 
ſhall be provided with a bed, by the Contractor of the Store- rooms, paying 
him for the ſame two ſoldi per day. 


CCXXXI. In like manner muſt care be taken by the Captains of the 
Lazarettoes, that the benches of the Guards be mended once a year, and 
oftener if neceſſary. 


And the Bed- clothes of the Guards ſhall likewiſe be changed as often as 
the neceſſary attention to cleanlineſs may require. 


CCXXXII. The Guards who from time to time may be appointed to 
aſſiſt at the diſtribution of the proviſions, ſhall take care that the Store- 
keeper do not mix with perſons under Quarantine, nor with perſons of 
different Quarantine ; and ſhall ſee that no utenſils, knives and forks, 
monies, or other things, even though they may not be liable, paſs among 
perſons finder Quarantine, until they ſhall have been previouſly dipped 
into a veſſel of ſea-water ; from which veſſel the article fo dipped ſhall be 
only taken by a Guard belonging to the Prattique ; and care ſhall alſo be 
taken that ſuch water be changed. 


CCXXXIII. The Guards of the Prattique will eat in a room ſeparate 


from the Store-room, in order that all unneceſſary familiarity with the 
Store-keeper, 


1 
Store-keeper, as alſo the meſſengers, boatmen, and other perſons going 
thither, may be avoided. 


CCXXXIV. The Captains and Lieutenants of Health, of the Laza- 
rettoes, will be obliged to give their aſſiſtance, not only in regard to duties 
particularly preſcribed to each of them by the preſent Inſtructions; but, in 
caſe of the Captain's abſence, or indiſpoſition, the ſame muſt be done 
by turns by the Lieutenant of Health in the Lazaretto, in order that all the 
duties of the ſame may be diſcharged. 


And, in the ſame manner, in caſe of the abſence or indiſpoſition of the 
Lieutenants of the Lazaretto, the Captains ſhall be obliged to fill all their 


duties, none excepted. 


And they muſt alſo give their aid in the office, when the Lieutenants, 
on days of great buſineſs, ſhould be unuſually preſſed by the ſame.

PARTICULAR INSTRUCTIONS 
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LAZARETTO OF ST. ROCCO. 


OFFICERS OF HEALTH. 


I. No houſes or cabins ſhall be conſtructed around the firſt Lazaretto ; 
and the High-ſtreet which leads to St. Jacopo, and turns towards the Mills, 


ſhall be its boundary. 


II. The Guards of Health who accompany the craft under Quarantine 
to the canal, to take in water, ſhall preſent themſelves to the Guards of 
the Lazaretto, in order to deſire the Officers to ſend an armed Guard for 
preventing all communication with the people in Prattique ; and the faid 
craft ſhall begin their return, an hour before the Angelus, to their place 
of deſtination ; they ſhall ſee that the attendant at the Well be punctual in 
delivering water to that Lazaretto, according to his duty. 


III. The maſters of Feluccas bringing coral, and the merchants com- 
ing to contract for the ſame, may be admitted into this Lazaretto, aſſign- 
ing to them a place which the Captain may think moſt convenient, 
according to circumſtances, and a Guard of the Service attending. 


K IV. Of 
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IV. Of ſuch articles as are ſubject to any duty, or impoſt, and of which 
the Lazaretto cannot take cognizance, the Cuſtom-houſe ſhall ſend an 
authentic note to the firſt Lazaretto, for the government of the Officers 


in granting or refuſing the paſs or re- paſſport to the conductors of the 
W ſame over the Foſſe of St. Jacopo. 


V. To the boatmen, bargemen, or other conductors of craft with 


| merchandize, or other articles in Prattique, who ſhall demand a paſſport 
| over the Foſſe of the Lazaretto, to go to unload in the Plain of Leghorn, 
| 


the fame ſhall not be granted, unleſs they be furniſhed with orders or 
vouchers from the Cuſtom-houſe. | ; 


But with reſpect to the craft which ſhall come empty, and deſire to paſs 
to the Foſſe, the ſame ſhall be granted to them without any licence. 


VI. All powder that ſhall be conveyed to the Powder-magazine of St. 
Jacopo, ſhall likewiſe not be allowed to paſs without the proper document 
from the Cuſtom-houſe ; but when any powder 1s taken from the Powder- 
magazine to be conveyed to the Mill, no ſuch voucher ſhall be required. 


VII. Thoſe orders, however, which ſhall be addreſſed to the Officers 
of the Cuſtom-houſe, as alſo the receipts for payment of goods belonging 
to ſuch merchants who, not having credit, are to pay immediately into 
the treaſury of the Cuſtom-houſe, muſt be reſtored to the conductors, 
after the Officers of Health of the Lazaretto ſhall have collated them with 
ſach documents in the which ſimilar goods may be brought into the Plain.

VIII. All ſkins and other articles under Prattique, which are taken from 
Leghorn and from the Mill, to be conveyed into the Lazaretto, muſt be 
furniſhed with the neceſſary vouchers from the Cuſtom-houſe. 


IX. It ſhall in nowiſe be permitted to convey any perſons, animals, or 
articles under Quarantine, into the Foſſe which communicates from this to 
the ſecond Lazaretto, without an expreſs permit in writing from the Go- 


_ vernor, 


But if any perſon, who may be in the firſt Lazaretto to perform Qua- 
rantine, ſhould have obtained permiſſion to proceed to complete his Qua- 
rantine in the ſecond, he ſhall be conducted thither from the ſea-fide by 
means of a barge, towed by another barge under Prattique, and with an 
eſcort of Guards of Health at the entrance. 


PURIFICATION DUTY. 


X. The merchandizes and articles which have performed Quarantine in 
the Lazaretto, ſhall pay the Purification-duty, according to the rate of 
one per Cent. upon the value of ſuch merchandize, purſuant to the tariff 


of the Lazaretto. 


XI. If goods which are not liable to contagion ſhould be withdrawn 
before they may have undergone two-thirds of the time aſſigned for the 
Quarantine of goods which are liable, they ſhall pay only a duty of one-half 
per Cent. on the value of the fame ; but if they be kept till the laſt, they 
ſhall pay the whole Purification-duty. 


K 2 FUMIGATION 
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FUMIGATION OF LETTERS. 


XII. The Guard who ſhall be appointed to the employ of Fumigator 
will have for his wages two lire and ten ſoldi per day. He will expedite 
the opening, cutting, and fumigating of letters, and ſend them to the 
office. 


XIII. No one ſhall be permitted, except the Captain and the Lieutenant 
of Health of the Lazaretto, to be preſent in the Fumigation-room at the 
opening or cutting of letters; the moſt ſcrupulous attention muſt be paid 
to their cuſtody and preſervation. 


XIV. Letters which cannot be admitted to Prattique without the 
neceſſary fumigation, and which are ſent to the firſt Lazaretto, muſt be 
opened, and fumigated with brimſtone and wet ſtraw, after each letter or 
folded paper, which comes ſingly or under cover, ſhall have been cut with 
ſciſſars at both ſides of the ſeal or ſeals. 


XV. The Fumigator ſhall take care that every baſket of letters to be 
fumigated contain a ſmall number only, in order that the ſmoke may 
penetrate minutely, and that each may have viſibly the colour of being 
burned, ſo as not to leave a doubt: with ſtill greater care are thoſe letters 
to be fumigated which come from on board of a ſhip having an unclean 
paſſport; and into every baſket a ſtill ſmaller number muſt then be put. 


XVI. Thoſe letters or folded papers which are directed to the Court of 
the Sovereign, Miniſters of State, Conſuls, &c. are not to be opened, 
| but 


19 
but cut at four ſides, and each cover perforated, and afterwards fumigated 
at the expence of the Lazarettoes, with the uſual odours of myrrh, ſtorax, 
and frankincenſe; but if the letters come by a ſhip having an unclean paſl- 
port, they muſt all be previouſly fumigated with brimſtone and wet ſtraw, 


and then with the odours, 


XVII. If, in the letters to be opened, and thoſe to be cut, there ſhould 
be incloſed any patterns, or other articles liable, the Fumigator muſt in the 
former caſe take them out; and, in the latter, open the fold to draw them 
out ; and having opened, he muſt mark on each pattern the place whence 
it came, to whom directed, and the day of its admiſſion to Prattique, in 
order that it may be forwarded to whom it may belong; and the patterns 
being thus marked muſt be preſerved in the cheſt of the Incloſure during 


the whole time of Quarantine. 


XVIII. The letters being fumigated, thoſe are to be immediately diſ- 
patched which belong to the Governor. 


There ſhall be next delivered by the Captain of the Lazaretto thoſe 
letters which are reſpectively and nominally addreſſed to the Conſuls, and 
to ſuch merchants to whom the ſhip and cargo are conſigned, as ſoon after 
the termination of the fumigation as they ſhall ſend known perſons to receive 
them : but all others, after having been carefully folded up and ſealed, 
ſhall be locked up in a box deſtined for that purpoſe, and ſent by one of the 
Guards in Prattique to the Poſt-maſter, to be ſtamped with the mark 
Lazaretto, and diſtributed gratis with others by the perſons of the Poſt- 


office, 


XIX. As 


. | 
XIX. As the Fumigator is always one of the Guards of the Greater 
Quarantine, he ſhall, as often as any packet, or other ſmall parcel and 
bundle may be landed at the Lazaretto, open and air the fame, when 
defired fo to do, without burthening the Lazaretto with a uſeleſs expence 
of more men than it may be convenient to employ for that purpoſe. 


PASSENGERS AND OTHER PERSONS UNDER 
QUARANTINE. 


XX. Perſons under Prattique may be allowed to converſe with Paſ- 
fengers and others under Quarantine, as ſoon as they land at the Laza- 
retto. 


' GOODS UNDER QUARANTINE. 


XXI. Bales of linen, wool, raw cotton, camel hair, raw ſilk, ſponges, 
ſilks, and cotton thread, not tied up in proper ſkeins, and ſimilar articles, 
are to be opened as above. The goods are to be raiſed, fo as that a deep 
hole may be made in the bale. The Guard ſhall introduce his arm in 
every poſſible part of the ſame, tobe aſſured that the article has been every 
where properly managed. 


And at the lapſe of the half purification, the ſame care muſt be taken. 


XXII. Cotton thread and filk, whichon the ſurface and envelopes appear 
to be tied up in ſkeins, ſhall be opened on the ground, the cordage taken 


off, and the arm introduced as far as poſſible into the centre of the bales. 
| | XXIII. The 
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XXIII. The firſt envelope of bales of goats-hair-yarn is to be puſhed 
down, and the ſecond opened croſſways under the cordage, fo that the arm 
may be introduced; and, if it arrive in cheſts, as alſo filks, goats-hair, 
and ſimilar articles, they ſhall be emptied, and the goods piled up on the 
bottoms of the ſame cheſt. 


XXIV. Bales of woollen cloths are to be opened in the ſame manner, 
each piece taken out of its reſpective bag; the bandage, if there be any, 
taken off, the piece raiſed in the inſide, and then one piece placed upon 
another ; and the ſame is to be obſerved with bales of cloth. 


XXV. Bales of cloaks are to be extended on the ground in ranges of 
two rows at molt, and all the cords ſlackened. 


XXVI. With reſpect to feathers, they are to be taken out of the enve- 
lopes, the white and black ſeparately ſtretched one by one, and if they 
come in bales, piled upon the wrappers ; if they come in cheſts, then 
piled on the bottoms of ſuch cheſts reverſed, and turned at the half puri- 


fication, 


XXVII. All forts of ſkins, vaſes, and alſo articles made of hair, if they 
do not come mixed with others, but in bales or cheſts, the ſame are to be 
emptied, and the bundles, packages, or looſe ſkins, piled up. 


XXVIII. Bales of tobacco are to be placed in rows, at ſuch diſtances as 
to admit a man between one row and the other, and piled up three bales 
deep. 


XXIX. All 
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XXIX. All bales, cheſts, bags, &c. containing articles which are not 
liable, ſuch as wax, feathers, ſaffron, and the like, are not to be heaped 
one upon another, but placed upright, and, when opened at the bind- 
ing or upper end, an iron muſt be introduced into all the parts. 


XXX. When drugs, or any other articles which are not liable, are 
found at the time of airing, the iron is to be paſſed through every part, 
penetrating as much as poſſible into the centre of the parcel, in order to be 
certain that no liable articles be concealed therein. 


XXXI. The Quarantine for goods muſt commence to be reckoned from 
the day on which they were opened and aired, incluſively. 


XXXII. Goods under Quarantine cannot be inſpected nor weighed, 
with the aſſiſtance of the public Weigher, except on the day after the 
termination of the airing ; and care ſhall be taken that the perſons who 
come to inſpect them ſtand at the diſtance preſcribed by the people on 


Service, 


XXXIII. Neither patterns nor goods can be ſent away until the airing 
of goods which are liable, and which came by the ſame ſhip, be terminated. 


XXXIV. Articles not liable, which are to be removed, are firſt to be 
attentively examined by the Guards appointed to purify them, and then 
the things in which they are contained are to be emptied, and the goods 
ſpread out as much as poſſible under the Pent-houſe appropriated to the 
purifications; and, before they be admitted to Prattique, one or other of 
the two Officers of Health of the Lazaretto is to be ſatisfied that no pack- 
thread, paper, or other liable articles be thereon. 


XXXV. As

XXXV. As to goods which are not liable, and the mode of purifying 
and reſtoring them to free Prattique, the methods and rules laid down by 
the Phyſician of Health ſhall be obſerved, and a copy of the fame ſent to 
cach Lazaretto. | 


XXXVI. If it ſhould be wiſhed to remove any of the goods which are 
not liable, and it ſhould be found at the purification that there are too 
many liable goods, and that, on that account, the purification cannot be 
effected, they are, in ſuch caſe, and not otherwiſe, to be removed; but 
they mult be ſubject, like other merchandize, to the whole Quarantine. 


XXXVII. Parcels which are brought to the Lazaretto cloſed and ſealed, 
muſt, previous to their being admitted to Prattique, be opened and purified 
by the Fumigator, with the accuſtomed precautions, in the preſence of 
the ſhip's captain or maſter who ſends them, and from whom they are 


received. 


XXXVIII. And if, at the time of the landing of ſuch parcels, they cannot 
be immediately forwarded, and the captain or maſter ſhould defire to leave 
them in the Lazaretto until the time of their being forwarded; in ſuch 
caſe, one of the Officers of Health of the Lazaretto ſhall be preſent at their 
depoſit in the cheſt of the Incloſure, taking care that they be firſt ſcaled 
and regiſtered in the Waſte-book of Airings, kept by the Guard of the In- 
cloſure, the number of ſuch parcels or boxes, and the name of the captain 
or maſter who may have left them there. And when ſuch parcels are 
forwarded without the preſence of the captain or maſter who may have 
landed them, it ſhall be requiſite that he ſend an acquittance by the perſon 


who is to receive them. 
L SALTED 
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SALTER HAIRY- SKINS. 


XXXIX. All hairy ſkins of every kind muſt be kept ſeparate and diſtin 
from other goods in Prattique, or under Quarantine, in order that the 
workmen, porters, and others, who are in the Lazaretto for the purpoſe 
of working at ſuch ſkins, may be ſeparate from all other perſons and goods. 


XL. In order to have a ſpacious, convenient, and ſafe place for the 
purification of ſkins of different degrees of Quarantine, the left field on 
the welt ſide of the Lazaretto ſhall be appointed for that purpoſe. 


XLI. But for the ſafe cuſtody of the ſkins, the great Pent-houſe at the 
ſaid poſt, with the adjoining ſmall rooms, for the uſe of the Guards and 
the Aſſorter, ſhall be appropriated. 


XLII. When ſkins under Quarantine are unladen at the Lazarctto, 
the Guard of the Lazaretto ſhall make a minute of the number of thoſe 
which are each time unladen, and the captain or clerk of the ſhip, or any 
other perſon whom the captain may appoint for that purpoſe, ſhall be pre- 
ſent at the numbering of them; and ſhould the captain of the ſhip fail to 
obſerve thoſe precautions, he muſt, without any difficulty, abide by the 
numberment made by the Guards of the Lazaretto; and the Lieutenant 
of the Lazaretto ſhall ſend a minute to the conſignee, when the unlading 
is finiſhed, of the number of ſkins diſembarked at the Lazaretto. 


XLIII. Every time that a box full of ſkins ſhall be landed and counted, 


the Guard of the Lazaretto who has counted them, as well as the perſon 
from 


( 83 
from on board who has attended at ſuch numberment, ſhall give an account 


of the number to the Lieutenant of Health of the Lazaretto, and an entry 
thereof muſt be made in the Waſte-book deſtined for that purpoſe. 


XLIV. Salted and wet ſkins are to be piled up at 50 in a heap, if they are 
thick tkins from Alexandria, Conſtantinople, &c. and 100 in a heap, if they 
are ſmall ſkins from Barbary, to be turned when half purified. 


XLV. Skins coming from Mogadore, which being little or badly falted, 
produce a bad effe upon thoſe who have the management of them, are to 
be piled up in heaps of 20 ſkins and not more, and muſt be turned at leaſt 


twice in the courle of the Quarantine. 


XLVI. Thoſe muſt not be put into trade until they are perfectly dry, 
on which account the drying them muſt be done as ſoon as poſſible, and 
may be permitted during the time of Quarantine ; but if it ſhould not be 
convenient then to dry them, they mult be admitted to Prattique, and no 
bargains reſpecting them muſt be ſuffered to be made near them. 


XLVII. And when time will permit their being dried, the perſons ap- 
pointed to have the management of them ſhall be ſubject to Quarantine, 
during the whole of the time neceſſary for drying them; and ſuch ſkins, and 
the perſons who have the management of them, ſhall not be admitted to 
free Prattique, until the public Aſſorter ſhall have preſented at the office 
of the Lazaretto, a certificate in writing, atteſting that the ſkins have been 
perfectly and entirely dried, and without the previous inſpection by the 
Phyſician of Health, of all the perſons who had the management of them. 


L 2 | XLVIII. When 
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XLVIII. When ſalted ſkins brought by ſhips having an unclean (or 
contagious) paſſport, are to be unladen at the firſt Lazaretto, care muſt be 
had, that none of the Guards of the Lazaretto communicate with the crew 
and the boatmen, who have brought ſuch ſkins; but if no Guard be in ſight 
at the time of the diſembarkation, the people of the Lazaretto may have 
the management of them, if the veſſel, with the boat which brought them, 


be not already departed. 


XLIX. And during the counting of ſuch ſkins, the crew muſt ſtand with- 
in the ſkiff; they can only land upon the ſteps, ſo as to ſatisfy the perſon 
on board appointed to attend, without, however, communicating with the 
Guards of the Lazaretto. 


L. The boatmen who have unladen goods under an unclean paſſport into 
the third Lazaretto, or under a contagious paſſport into the ſecond, after 
having finiſhed unloading the ſkins into the firſt Lazaretto, muſt be ſent to 
perform Quarantine in that Lazaretto for which the cargo was deſtined. 


LI. If it ſhould happen, that on account of adverſe weather the boatmen 
ſhould not be able to proceed to the Lazaretto, to which they are deſtined 
after the unloading of the ſkins ſhall be finiſhed, or the crew ſhould not be 
able to return on board, then the boat ſhall remain in the foſſe, oppoſite the 
field appropriated for the drying of the ſkins, in the vicinity of the ſmall 
rooms deſtined for the Guards, and ſhelter ſhall be given to the people in 


the adjoining rooms. 


LII. The ſkins under Quarantine ſhall always be ſhut up, and kept ſe- 


parate from thoſe under Prattique, fo that the tanners (or curriers) may 
i not 
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not have acceſs to them; but only that part of the great cabin ſhall be kept 
open, where the ſkins admitted to Prattique are depoſited. 


LIII. For ſkins landed under Quarantine, there ſhall be kept a ſmall 
Waſte-book, entitled, Account of ſens landed under Quarantine, in which 
ſhall be entered the name of the Ship and Captain, the day of the landing, 
and the number of ſkins brought each time. 


LIV. All the ſkins which have been landed under Quarantine ſhall be 
regiſtered in a ſeparate book, entitled, Manual of ferns received under Qua- 
rantine, in which, the name of the Ship, that of the Captain, his arrival, 
the day on which he commenced and finiſhed unloading, and the name of 
the people to whom the cargo is conſigned, ſhall be entered. 


The minutes of the aſſortments made by the public Aſſorter ſhall then 
be tranſcribed and kept on a file, and the number ſhall be ſtated in the book 
under which the minutes ſhall be arranged on the ſaid file. 


LV. The ſkins which are admitted to Prattique, and ſent into the firſt 
Lazaretto to be there aſſorted, muſt be received there without any previous 
permit from the Department of Health, but they muſt be regiſtered in a 
book, entitled Journal, in which muſt further be noted the goods that are 
ſent into the Lazaretto to be there depoſited until the arrival of the certi- 
ficates of Health, from the places where they are kept apart. 


LVI. All the parcels of ſkins which the Lazaretto ſhall forward, muſt 
be regiſtered on going out in the ſaid ſecond book, either in the name of 
their owner, or, if ſuch owner ſhould have ceded any part of them in the 
Lazaretto 
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Lazaretto to other perſons, then in the names of ſuch perſons, certified by 
a document under his hand. . 


LVII. But if all the parcels of ſkins, ſo ceded by the owners to other per- 
ſons, ſhould not be received at one time ; then thoſe which are from time 
to time received, muſt be regiſtered in a book entitled Transfers and 
Ceſſions of Skins, ſtating the name of the owner who has ceded them, and 
of the perſons who are become the proprietors of them, as alſo the page of 


the book where they are poſted. 


ASSORTER, ASSORTMENTS, AND INSPECTION 
OF SALTED SKINS. 


LVIH. The public Aſſorter, or his aſſiſtant, ſhall alone make the aſlort- 
ments and inſpections of the ſkins, at ſuch times as from his art and know- 


ledge he may deem moſt proper. 


LIX. None of thoſe who have the management of, the ſkins, or other 
perſons by them employed, muſt interfere with, or take part in the aſſort- 


ments and inſpections of any ſort of ſkins, either dry or wet, either of thoſe 


which have performed Quarantine in the Lazaretto, or thoſe which, having 
been admitted to Prattique, are ſent thither to be aſſorted. 


LX. The porters employed during the aſſortments and inſpections to 
make the piles or heaps according to the diviſions which the Aſſorter ſhall 
deem neceſſary, muſt be ſubje& at ſuch operation to the order of the ſaid 
Aſſorter, or his aſſiſtant, and punctually perform every thing that may be 


ſuggeſted to them by either. 
| LXI. The 
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LXI. The aſſortments and inſpections being finiſhed, the public Aſſorter 
ſhall immediately bring his authentication, as well in reſpect to the heaps 
of ſkins which are contracted for by weight, or thoſe piles which are ſold 
by number, and thoſe ſkins which are received in the Lazaretto under 
Prattique coming from foreign countries, or from magazines at Leghorn, 
which atteſtation ſhall be inſpected by the Lieutenant of Health of the 
Lazaretto, to ſee whether it exactly correſpond as to the number with that 
ſtated in the note of the aſſortment and inſpection, which the ſame public 
Aſſorter is to preſent, at the office of the Lazaretto, under his hand. 


LXII. And if, after the Aſſorter ſhall have ſo depoſited his atteſtation, 
any one ſhould wiſh, under any pretext whatever, to alter the heaps or 
piles of ſkins, the public Aſſorter ſhall immediately withdraw his atteſtation, 
and give notice thereof to the Officers of the Lazaretto. 


LXIII. And as often as perſons ſhall preſent themſelves for the purpoſe 
of contracting for ſuch ſkins remaining without an atteſtation, the Aſſorter 
ſhall conduct them into the office of the Lazaretto, in order that one of 
the Officers of Health may be apprized of the alteration which may have 
taken place in the aſſortment made by the public Aſſorter, and that the 
ſame are then without any atteſtation from him. 


EXIV. The minutes of the aſſortments and inſpections which ſhall have 
been preſented by the public Aſſorter, at the office of the Lazaretto, at the 
Cuſtom-houſe of Leghorn, or to whom elſe it may happen, muſt be ſolely 
ſubſcribed by the ſaid Aſſorter, and finiſhed with the viſto of the Lieute- 
nant of Health of the Lazaretto ; the preparation and thoſe who had the 
management muſt be therein mentioned, as it is always at the option of 


the 
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the merchants, proprietors of the ſkins, either to appoint ſome perſon for 
their preparation, or to leave them in the Lazaretto, without confiding the 


0 
management to any one. 


EXV. But in the caſe where the merchants appoint perſons to prepare 
their ſkins, by drying them and putting them into condition, the ſame 
muſt take place before the aſſortments and inſpections. 


EXVI. And if any parcel of ſkins cannot be dried and put into condi- 
tion in time for the inſpection, then the Aſſorter ſhall take care that the 
other ſkins, as they are dried and put into condition, be formed into heaps 
under his direction, in conformity to the aſſortment already inſpected, and 


by him authenticated. 


LXVII. The public Aſſorter muſt every day indiſpenſably attend at the 
Lazaretto, either to make the neceſſary aſſortments and inſpections, or to 
take care that no alterations be made in thoſe already done, and to be al- 
ways preſent at all the examinations of, and contracts for, ſuch ſkins as 
have been already by him aſſorted, and to ſee that thoſe of one proprietor 
be not examined and contracted for, in lieu of thoſe of another; and the 
Officers of Health of the Lazaretto muſt not permit any exammations, 
contracts, and conſignments of any ſort of ſkins, without the Aſſorter's 


being preſent. 


LXVIII. The Aſſorter ſhall alſo aſſiſt at all the conſignments of ſkins 
from the Lazaretto, and watch that thoſe are conſigned which every re- 
ſpective proprietor ſhall have indicated by à note addreſſed to the Laza- 


retto, and ordering the conſignment. 
LXIX. For 
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LXIX. For which purpoſe, the Lieutenant of Health of the Lazaretto 
will cauſe to be brought to him every time by the hands of the Aſſorter, 
a policy ſigned by him, in which ſhall be expreſſed the ſkins to be con- 
ſigned, with the name of the ſhip, arrival, and name of the proprietor, 
without which, the faid Aſſorter cannot permit the conſignment, if even 
the proprietor ſhould in perſon, or ſhould have ſent a deputy by him au- 
thorized to attend. 


LXX. The public Aſſorter ſhall take care, that thoſe ſkins which have 
not undergone the aſſortment and inſpection be not included in the 
contract and conſignment, and eſpecially thoſe which are ſubje& to 
Cuſtom-houſe duties, and Purification-duties ; and it ſhall be his care to 
inform the Officers of Health of the Lazaretto, ſhould the managers or 
other perſons preſume to act otherwiſe. 


LXXI. The public Aſſorter ſhall in no wiſe be permitted to buy and 
ſell ſkins, or act as broker for the ſame. 


LXXII. The proprietors of ſkins muſt pay a tax of two livres fifteen 
ſoldi for every hundred ſkins from Alexandria, which are aſſorted, and 


three livres and fifteen ſoldi for ny hundred ſkins from Conſtantinople, 


and both places. 


LXXIII. The above tax ſhall be paid in advance into the treaſury of 
the Lazarettoes, and of the reſerved entries; and the Cuſtom-houſe of 
Leghorn ſhall debit the reſpective merchants, proprietors of the aſſorted 
ſkins, for the duties, according to the ſums appearing in the note of the 


aſſortments made by the public Aſſorter. 
| M | EXXIV. The 
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LXXIV. The Lieutenant of Health of the firſt Lazaretto ſhall for 
this purpoſe cauſe to be ſent to him, from time to time, by the Aſſorter, 
the notes of the aſſortments already finiſhed, and at the end of every two 
months he ſhall debit the reſpective proprietors of the ſkins with the tax 
fixed for the ſame, adding thereto the debit which the Lazaretto makes to 
each reſpective merchants for the Purification- duty. 


LXXV. With reſpect to thoſe merchants who do not poſſeſs credit for 
the Cuſtom-houſe duties, the Lieutenant of the firſt Lazaretto ſhall 
exact from them the tax, as ſoon as the aſſortments of their ſkins ſhall 
have been made; and afterwards, at the end of every two months, he ſhall 
remit the produce to the treaſury of the Cuſtom-houſe, as alſo the 
Purification-duties which are received by little and little in the Laza- 
rettoes. 


LXXVI. The amount of the tax on ſkins aſſorted muſt be demanded 
by the public Aſſorter from the cheſt of reſerved entries, by means of a 
policy ſigned by the Lieutenant of the firſt Lazaretto, to be preſented to 
the Comptroller of the reſerved entries, in which ſhall be expreſſed the 
number and quality of the ſkins aſſorted, and the name of their proprietor, 
in conformity to the note of the aſſortment previouſly exhibited by the 
Aſſorter at the office of the Lazaretto. 


LXXVII. At the weighing of the ſkins, the Lieutenant of Health of 
the Lazaretto ſhall be preſent, and the aſſortments, as well as the weigh- 
ings, ſhall be preſented by the public Aſſorter to the Lieutenant of Health, 


under his ſignature, 


LXXVIII. The 
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LXXVIII. The Lieutenant of Health of the Lazaretto ſhall alſo au- 
thenticate, by his ſignature, the notes of the weighing of the ſkins afforted 
and weighed at the ſcale by the hand of the public Weigher, regiſtering 


the fame in a ſmall book, entitled, Repertory of the Aſſortments and 
Weighings of Hairy Skins, and reſerving them on a file deſtined for that 


purpoſe. 
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PARTICULAR INSTRUCTIONS 


FOR THE 


LAZARETTO OF sr. JACOPO. 


OFFICERS OF HEALTH. 


I. It is prohibited to conſtru& around the Lazaretto of St. Jacopo any 
buildings or cabins of any kind, within the diſtance of four hundred cubits 
from any part of the external wall which ſurrounds the Lazaretto. 


II. Every time that a boat with the crew of a ſhip arrive under an 
unclean or contagious paſs, ſhall appear and requeſt to take in water, the 
fame ſhall be granted without the neceſſity of any particular order. 


And the Officers of Health ſhall cauſe the people to be eſcorted by an 
armed Guard, in order that they may not land, but only approach with the 
boats under the docks which ſhall be deſtined for that purpoſe. 


III. Should there be in the ſtable any horſes or other domeſtic animals 
under Quarantine, and at the ſame time animals of different Quarantine, 
the proper diviſions ſhall be made with moveable rakes, at convenient 
diſtances, placing ſome either in the room allotted to wild animals, or in 
the room of the turret adjoining the ſaid ſtable, in order that all commu- 

| nication 
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nication may be prevented, as well between the animals as between the men 
who may have the cuſtody of them ; and at the giving them to drink, or 
performing any other operations around them, a Guard muſt always attend 
to ſee that they do not mix with each other. 


IV. Whenever this Lazaretto is to ſerve as a ſupplement to that of St. 
Rocco, as well for goods as for paſſengers under Quarantine, it ſhall in that 
caſe be ſubject to the regulations preſcribed ſolely to the firſt Lazaretto. 


PURIFICATION-DUTY. 


V. For goods and articles unladen at the Lazaretto to perform Quaran- 
tine, the proprietors ſhall be debited with a Purification-duty, at the rate 
of one per cent. upon the value of the goods, according to the tariff of value 
eſtabliſhed for the Lazarettoes. 


VI. But with reſpe& to merchandizes which are liable, and which after 
having undergone the preliminary airings in the third Lazaretto ſhall be 
ſent to the ſecond, in order to perform ordinary Quarantine, the Purifica- 


tion-duty ſhall be taxed at the rate of two per cent. upon the value of the 
ſame, according to the aforeſaid tariff. 


VII. All goods which are not liable, under whatever paſſport they may 
arrive, ſhall pay only one-half per cent. upon their value, if they are 
withdrawn before they have completed two-thirds of the Quarantine ap- 


pointed, 
GUARDS. 
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GUARDS. 


VIII. As often as perſons ſhall preſent themſelves in barges or other 
craft from the ſea- ſide, the Guard which ſhall be on Sentry upon the ſteps 
of the leſſer gate ſhall give, at their approach, the ſignal with the bell, 
and upon their arrival open the chain and let them enter ; but no one ſhall 
be permitted to land, without having ſignified what he may want, and 
without having received an order from one of the two Officers of Health 
of the Lazaretto. 


PASSENGERS AND OTHER PERSONS UNDER 
QUARANTINE. 


IX. Paſſengers and others arriving on a ſhip under a Tocca paſſport 
ſimply, ſhall be allowed to converſe with perſons under Prattique as ſoon as 
they ſhall have diſembarked at the Lazaretto. 


X. The Paſſengers cannot provide themſelves with water, except at the 
fountain ſituate oppoſite to their quarters, and the ſame is to be guarded 
by the Sentinel who 1s appointed to ſee that perſons only of the ſame Qua- 
rantine go thither ; and every one going to fetch water ſhall be cautioned 
not to leave within the Grotto, or receptacle of the Fountain, any thing 
liable to contagion ; for which purpoſe the Officers of Health of the Laza- 
retto ſhall frequently cauſe a Guard to inſpe& the ſaid Grotto, in order 
that care may be taken to keep it always clean and purified. 


(] 
XI. When 
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XI. When all the rooms of the Quarantine-quarters in the third Laza- 
retto are occupied by paſſengers and boat-men, and the Governor may, on 
that account, deem it neceſſary to have recourſe to the ſecond Lazaretto of 
St. Jacopo, as a ſupplement, as often as the boat and boatmen who may 
have finiſhed the unloading at the third Lazaretto ſhall appear at the chain 
on the ſea- ſide which ſecures the leſſer gate, they muſt be received on ex- 
hibiting a voucher in writing from one of the Officers of Health of the 
third Lazaretto, certifying that the boat-men have been duly examined; 
rooms ſhall then be aſſigned to the boat-men, the boat being firſt purified 
in preſence of one of the two Officers of Health of the Lazaretto, and 
waſhed with ſea-water, in order that it may thereupon be reſtored to free 
Prattique. 


And with regard to the liberty of ſpeaking with perſons under Prat- 
tique, the regulation of Article XXVII. in the particular Inſtructions for 
the Lazaretto of St. Leopoldo ſhall be obſerved. 


" GOODS UNDER QUARANTINE. 


XII. The operations and precautions to be obſerved in the airing and 
removing goods arrived ſimply with a touched (Tocca) paſſport, muſt be 
the ſame as thoſe preſcribed for the firſt Lazaretto. 


XIII. Goods under Quarantine, arriving with a Tocca paſſport, may not 
be inſpected or weighed with the aſſiſtance of the public Weigher, until 
the lapſe of five days after they have been aired ; and care muſt be taken 
that perſons ſtand at a proper diſtance. 


XIV. Neither 
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XIV. Neither patterns or goods can be ſent away until after the com- 
plete purification of ſuch liable goods as came by the ſame veſſel. 


XV. Thoſe goods which have undergone the preliminary airings in the 
third Lazaretto are to be ſent from thence to perform ordinary Quaran- 
tine, and the Guards who may have been ſtationed to manage the ſame 
muſt receive them one by one, in order to ſubje& them to the purifications 
and airings which are accuſtomed to be uſed in reſpe& to goods liable to 
ordinary Quarantine. 


XVI. When goods not liable, which may have arrived in a ſhip under 
an unclean paſſport, are diſembarked at the ſecond Lazaretto, the moſt 
exact care is to be obſerved by the Guards deſtined to manage the ſame, 
that the bales, &c. ſo diſembarked do not contain ought elſe than unliable 
goods. 


XVII. With regard to unſuſpectible articles, and the method of puri- 
fying and reſtoring them to free Prattique, the rule and method eſtabliſhed 
by the Phyſician of Health are to be ſcrupulouſly obſerved, of which a 
copy ſhall be ſent to each Lazaretto. | 


XVIII. Drugs, as well as all other unſuſpectible articles, muſt be in- 
ſpeed with all poſſible care, to ſee that they be of that deſcription, and 
the parcels unripped or opened in different places, and the iron introduced 
into all the parts, and throughout every corner of the parcel. 


And if any ſuch goods arrived in bales ſhould have a double envelope, 
both the firſt and ſecond are to be carefully opened, ſo as that none of the 


goods may be injured. 
| XIX. And

XIX. And ſhould there be found any goods liable to contagion mixed 
therewith, information muſt be given to the Governor, and the ſame ſhall 
be inſtantly ſubjected to the preliminary airings of fifteen days, and to the 
uſual Quarantine of forty days, as is obſerved with reſpect to goods deſtined 
for the Lazaretto of St. Leopoldo. 


XX, Unſuſceptible goods arrived under an unclean paſſport may be 
reſtored to the ſecond Lazaretto, as ſoon as all the parcels ſhall have been 


inſpected. 


XXI. If it ſhould happen that during the unloading of goods under 
Quarantine, other goods are to be reſtored to Prattique, theſe ſhall, in ſuch 
caſe, be conveyed to the ſtep which is behind the chapel of Prattique ; 
care being taken that no goods be at ſuch time either unloading at the yn- 
covered ſteps of the portico to perform Quarantine, or to be conſigned to 
Prattique. |

FOR THE 


LAZARETTO OF Sr. LEOPOLDO. 


OFFICERS OF HEALTH. 


I. Care ſhall be taken that no one conſtruct any ſort of buildings or huts 
within the diſtance of four hundred cubits from any part of the external 
wall which ſurrounds the Lazaretto of St. Leopoldo. 


II. While goods or perſons under Quarantine are diſembarking, as well 
as during the firſt four days of the preliminary airings, neither of the two 
Officers of Health of the Lazaretto may go out of the Lazaretto, in the 
day or night-time, without an expreſs licence from the Governor, and the 
precaution of not going out of hearing of the ſignals given by the bells. 


III. When goods or perſons are under Quarantine in the Lazaretto, care 
muſt be taken that all the locks of every place of the Lazaretto be locked 
by night and day, ſo that no one may have acceſs to the places where per- 
ſons or goods may be under Quarantine, as well as to the Cemeteries and 
Incloſures around the exterior walls and the Pent-houſes; none of theſe 


locks ſhall be opened, except when the ſervice ſhall require, with an order 
PO from 
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from the Officers of Health of the Lazaretto, and their attendance, either 
in perſon, or by a Guard in their confidence. 


IV. The draw-bridge muſt not be let down, except in the day-time; at 
night they muſt all be abſolutely drawn up, and under lock and key. 


V. The two locks of the Foſſe, through which the water is let out, muſt 
be opened only after rains, and when neceſlary ; after which they are to 
be lowered again and locked. 


VI. At the Prattique-tower, a Sentinel belonging to Prattique ſhall be 
ſtationed during the night, to be changed by turns, in order that he may 
hear the ſignals which may be given, as well from the Baſtion, as from the 
Hoſpital of the unclean Tower, and from any of the fortified Towers; and 
ſuch ſignals being heard, he is to acquaint the Captain at what poſt the 
ſame have been given, and the Captain ſhall then proceed to the ſpot, in 
order to learn what may have occurred. 


VII. The Towers of St. Gorgonio, St. Jacopo, St. Michael, St. Lazarus, 
and of our Lady of Montenero, are thoſe at which the Sentinels are to be 


poſted by day and night, as circumſtances may require. 


But the firſt three may alſo ſerve to lodge the Guards on duty by the 
goods under Quarantine, whenever there may be many caravans of dif- 
ferent Quarantine, and the rooms of the Hoſpital be inſufficient for the 


purpoſe. 
VIII. The Baſtion of St. Rocco is deſtined for guarding the acceſs on 


the ſea-ſide of the Lazaretto, as well as the adjacent flat ſhore, and the 
N 2 Sentinel 
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Sentinel poſted at the fame ſhall, at the approach of any ſhip or other craft 
towards the of the Lazaretto, give the ſignal on the bell, to ap- 
prize the Officers of Health of the Lazaretto. | 


IX. The triangular building in the unclean part of the Lazaretto muſt 
ſerve for airing the goods and articles, of whatever value, which may lay 
under greater ſuſpicion of infection and danger, according to the judgment 
of the Governor, and under his orders : it ſhall alfo be appropriated for the 
depoſit and cuſtody of the arms of the Paſſengers, and for airing the articles 
and goods they may bring with them, and which require airing ; and final- 
ly, for purifying articles of every fort which may have been uſed by the ſick, 
or thoſe who died of the infection, whenever the Governor ſhall think fit 


to order the purification. 


X. The keys of the lattices of this Incloſure ſhall be always preſerved in 
the cheſt of the office, where all the other keys are appointed to be kept, 
and may not be entruſted to any of the Guards on duty, but they muſt be 
always opened and locked by one of the Officers of Health of the Laza- 
retto, who muſt be preſent wheneyer work 1s done at that place. 


XI. If there ſhould be in the ſtable any horſe, or other domeſtic animals, 
under different Quarantine, the proper diviſions muſt be made by moveable 
rakes, at convenient diſtances, ſo as that all communication among the | 
animals, and the men who have the cuſtody of them, may be prevented. 


And in giving them to drink out of the pails, and at other operations 
about them, a Guard ſhall attend to ſee that they be not mixed. 


XII. Acceſs 
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XII. Acceſs to the Prattique-tower may be at all times allowed to fuch 
perſons as may have buſineſs there. 


XIII. But during the diſembarkation of goods and perſons under Qua- 
rantine, as well as during the operations relative to the preliminary airings 
of goods, the lattices may not be opened, nor the door which leads to the 
ſaid Prattique-tower, without the preſence of one of the Officers of Health 
of the Lazaretto. 


PURIFICATION-DUTIES. 


XIV. For liable goods, a duty of two per cent. upon their value, accord- 
ing to the tariff, ſhall be levied; but raw ſkins, though they have been aired, 
ſhall pay only one per cent. and goods not liable to infection ſhall alſo 
pay only one per cent. when they have been unladen at the third La- 
Zaretto, 


And when theſe ſhall be withdrawn before they have completed two 
thirds of their Quarantine, they are to pay half per cent. as in the other 
Lazarettoes. 


MILITARY DETACHMENT. 


XV. The military Detachment ſhall depend on the order of the Captain 
and Lieutenant of the Lazarettoes, as well in matters relating to the Ser- 
vice of the fame Lazaretto, as where circumſtances ſhall require their 
force, andthey ſhall ſuperintend their dreſs and cleanlineſs in their perſons, 
arms, and barrack. i 

But 
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But with regard to what has reference to their government, they ſhall 
depend upon their military ſuperiors, and the Commiſſary of war. 


XVI. The ordinary duty to be required of every individual of the De- 
tachment, will be to mount a guard of three privates by turns every day, 
as Sentinels at the baſtion of St. Rocco ; and at night theſe three privates 
ſhall ſtand at the baſtion, 


It ſhall be their duty to open and ſhut the chains of the Wet Dock (Dar- 

ſena) as often as they ſhall be ordered ſo to do; but the other ſoldiers which 

remain in the corps of the Guard ſhall let down and raiſe up the draw- 
bridge of the gate. 


XVII. If any individual of the Detachment ſhall negle& his duty, and 
diſobey the orders of the Officers of Health of the Lazaretto, he may be 
arreſted, on notice being given by the Captain to the Governor, for his or- 
ders thereon. 


GUARDS OF THE LAZARET TO. 


XVIII. The Guards muſt not remain within the precincts of the cabins, 
unleſs they are to work there; and at other times, as well by day as by 


night, they muſt be at their poſts. 


XIX. The men on duty about the goods are to inhabit the interior room 
called the Hoſp:tal, dividing the caravans of different Quarantine into dif- 
ferent rooms, in order that they may not be mixed; and if any of the men 
ſhould fall ſick, he ſhall be kept in one of theſe rooms, ſeparated from the 
reſt. 


XX. In 
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XX, In the towers of St. Jacopo, and St. Michael, the Guards on duty, 
when they are lodged there, ſhall be ſhut up at night, at ſuch hour as the 
Captain may judge from circumſtances to be convenient, and to be opened 
again in the morning at ſun riſe. 


Thoſe which are lodged in the tower of St. Gorgonio may remain open 
as well by day as by night. 


But in the day- time, all the Guards of the Quarantine, when not at work, 
may ſtand under the piazza and porticoes of the Hoſpital. 


XXI. The turret of St. Lazarus, and of our Lady of Montenero, ſhall 
ſerve for lodging the Guards of the Prattique, when there are no goods or 
perſons under Quarantine in the unclean Tower, but only in caſe it ſhould 
be at any time neceſſary to mount Guard there, on account of any ſuſpicion 
concerning that part. 


XXII. But when there are in the unclean Tower any goods or perſons 
under Quarantine, the Guards who ſhall be ſtationed to guard them, and 
to attend the operations to be carried on in ſaid Tower, mult be ſhut, as be- 
longing to Quarantine. 


And in the night-time, the Guards of the Quarantine and thoſe of the 
Prattique muſt be ſhut up. | 


And as often as occaſion may require, the ſignals to be given on the bells 
ſhall be agreed upon, ſo as that they may be heard by the Sentinel of the 
Prattique-tower, and that he may acquaint the Captain therewith. 

XXIII. Guards 
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XXIII. Guards who attend the goods under Quarantine ſhall be prohi- 
bited from aſcending inta the parlaur ta talk with perſons under Prattique, 
during the preliminary airings. | 


XXIV. For Guards under Quarantine, a maſs ſhall be celebrated in the 
chapel of St. Leopoldo, which they may hear, either from the piazza of the 
Hoſpital, or from the precincts of the cabins, at due diſtances, and with the 


neceſſary precautions. 


XXV. The Guards appointed to open and ſhut the rooms of the Paſſen- 
gers, and to watch their proceedings, muſt always be choſen from among 
the moſt faithful and experienced, and accuſtomed to attend till the greater 
Quarantine of the perſon: who may be there, in order that the piazza bo- 
fore their room may be always kept clean, and purified from any article 
liable to infection, and that he may fumigate all the letters and papers 
which the Paſſengers may have occaſion to ſend out to Prattique; and they 
ſhall not be permitted to go out of the unclean Tower, unleſs to aſcend into 


the parlour, or to go to the entrance Store-room. 


XX VI. This Guard, when he ſhall have ſhut up the Paſſengers, muſt 
every evening carry the keys to the entrance of the Store-room, dip them 
into the pail of ſalt- water, to be taken out by the Guard of the Prattique, 
who 1s to carry them into the office. 


And during the night, if any preſſing circumſtance occur, he ſhall give the 
eſtabliſhed ſignals with the bells to the Guard on Sentry, at the Prattique- 
tower, in order that the Captain may be apprized thereof, 


PASSENGERS 
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PASSENGERS AND OTHER PERSONS UNDER 
| QUARANTINE. 
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XXVII. The Paſſengers and others who may have diſembarked at the 
Lazaretto to perform Quarantine ſhall not be permitted to aſcend into the 
parlour to converſe with perſons in Prattique, until three days have elapſed 
after their reception in the Lazaretto. 
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XXVIII. The unloading being terminated, the uſual examination of the 
boatmen muſt take place, after which they ſhall be purified according to 
the forms preſcribed, and with all diligence for reſtoring them immediately 


to free Prattique; rooms in the quartꝭrs deſtined for Paſſengers ſhall be 
aſſigned to the boatmen. 
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GOODS UNDER QUARANTINE. 


XXIX. The preliminary airings muſt laſt fifteen days, from the day of 
their beginning incluſively. 


On the firſt day of the bales of linen, wool, raw cotton, and cotton yarn, 
hair, wire, camels” hair, ſilk, filk ſkeins, and feathers, ſhall be opened, 
and the envelopes ripped open the whole length of the bale, 


But if the feathers, ſilk, goats's hair, &c. be in cheſts, they are to be 
opened and be left to air during twenty-four hours, as well 2s the ſaid 
bales, before aught be done to them. ; | 


O XXX. Bales 
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XXX. Bales of woollen cloths, cloth, and minute articles, are to be en- 
tirely opened, the pieces of each bale taken out, and one piece placed upon 
another; and if ſuch bales ſhould be very thick, two heaps are to be made 
of each bale, in order that room may be given to ventilate. 


If the pieces are in bags, all the ſeams of the bags are to be cut, the bands 
of the pieces looſened, and the internal folds of the pieces made ſmooth. 


XXXI. All thoſe bales which have a double envelope are to be firſt 
thrown entirely on the ground, and then to be unripped the whole length 
of the bale. 


XXXII. Bales and other things containing leather, ſkins, Cordovans, 
dreſſed ſkins, and the like, are to be opened, the articles taken out, and 
placed one upon another, bale by bale. 


XXXIII. Drugs, and all other unſuſceptible articles, are to be examined 
with all poſſible care, to ſee that they be of that deſcription, divers aper- 
tures being made in the things containing them, and the iron introduced 
through all the parts and corners of the parcels. 


And if any ſuch goods come in a double envelope, both are to be care- 
fully opened, ſo as that no injury may accrue to the goods. 


XXXIV. Twenty-four hours being elapſed, the goods are to be ſo ma- 
naged as that no part of the inſide of the bales may remain unexamined, 
and in the middle of the bales a hole ſhall be left, as deep as the * of 
a man's arm. 


XXXV. The 
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XXXV. The bands of bales of ſilk and cotton yarn which are tied up 


in bands of the ſame article, muſt be looſened, taken off, and the arms in- 


troduced into the centre of the bales. 


XXXVI. Cheſts containing filk, goat's hair, and the like articles, are 
to be emptied, and the goods placed in heaps on the bottoms of the ſame 
cheſts, taking care that they ſuſtain no injury. 


XXXVII. Bales or cheſts of feathers muſt be emptied, the goods taken 
out, parcel by parcel, and ſtretched ; then piled up in very ſmall heaps. 


XXXVIII. Theſe pieces of woollen cloth, cloths, &c. which are found 
in bags, are to be taken out and packed afreſh, one upon another, putting 
under each piece its reſpective bag. 


XXXIX. All goods thus aired, the pieces of cloth, woollen cloth, bun- 
dles of feathers, and of leather, dreſſed ſkins, Cordovans, and ſimilar arti- 
cles, muſt be taken in the following days from the heaps or piles, and put 
up in the bales. 


XL. When eight days are elapſed from that of the firſt opening, the 
bales are to be ſufficiently unſewed, turned on the other fide, and opened, 
for the purpoſe of performing the ſame operations with them as in the 
beginning, proceeding every day in the management of them as above, un- 
til fifteen days ſhall have elapſed from the day of their firſt opening. 


And when the preliminary airings are ordered to laſt a greater number 
of days, the preſcribed operations ſhall be proportioned to the period or- 
dered for the preliminary airings.

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XLI. The preliminary airings tei minated, the Officers of Health of the 
Lazaretto muſt report the ſame to the Governor. | 


XLII. On the day after the termination of the preliminary airings of the 
goods, the period of the ordinary Quarantine of forty days ſhall commence. 


During this Quarantine, the goods are to be frequently aired, 


And when half the period of the ordinary Quarantine ſhall be terminat- 
ed, all the goods muſt be turned, according to the rules preſcribed for the 


preliminary airings. 


XLIII. When the Governor, in conſequence of the requeſt of the mer- 
chants, ſhall give orders, that, after the happy termination of the preli- 
minary airings of the goods, they be forwarded to the ſecond Lazaretto to 
perform the ordinary Quarantine, ſuch conveyance ſhall take place by ſea, 
attended by the Guards who may be appointed to manage ſuch merchan- 
dize, and provided that it be always at the charge of the faid merchants 


that receive them. 


XLIV. Goods not liable to infection, which ſhall be diſembarked at the 
third Lazaretto, cannot be taken to another, without a ſpecial order from 


the Governor. 


XLV. If it happen in the courſe of the unloading, or of the preli- 
minary airings, or during the period of the ordinary Quarantine, any one 
of the men whilſt managing, or who may have managed, the goods diſ- 
embarked at the Lazaretto, or any of the pe:ſons diſembarked from the 

| ſame 
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fame ſhip, ſhould fall fick, or die, every operation muſt be immedi- 
ately ſuſpended, the fick perſon carried into a room of the Hoſpital, 
or the dead to a detached place, and notice immediately given to the 


Governor. 


XLVI. The operations about thoſe goods, near which the accident 
happened, may be reſumed if the number of days preſcribed by the Go- 
vernor be expired; and then the period aſſigned for the preliminary airings 
and the ordinary Quarantine muſt recommence. 


XLVII. The goods may not be inſpected, nor weighed with the 
aſſiſtance of the Public Weigher, until fifteen days elapſe from the day on 
which the ordinary Quarantine of the goods commences to be reckoned. 
And though even the period of fifteen days be elapſed, ſuch inſpection 
ſhall not be permitted, when on ſuch day any goods ſhould be in the firſt 


ſix days of their preliminary airings. 


GOODS ADMITTED TO PRATTIQUE. 


XLVIII. When goods are admitted to Prattique, the workmen or other 
perſons intereſted in the fame, may be introduced into the warehouſes of 
the Lazaretto, to put them again into condition ; but if there ſhould be in 
the ſame warehouſe any other goods under Quarantine, the preventive 
licence of the Governor Preſident of Health ſhall be neceſſary for the 
introduction of the workmen to recondition the goods; and in ſuch caſe, 
theſe ſhall be ſeparated from the former by a double wainſcot, three 


cubits high, which ſhall be placed from one end to the other, to the bottom 
of 
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of the loweſt piles, where the goods under Quarantine terminate; which 
wainſcot ſhall be ſhut by benches a cubit high from the grond. 


XLIX. It ſhall, however, always be prohibited to admit the workmen 
and any other perſons, for the purpoſe of re-conditioning the goods admitted 
to Prattique, into the Warehouſes, when on any ſuch days any ſuch goods 
ſhould be in the firſt fix days of their preliminary airings; and for ſuch 
time the Magazine-hire ſhall not be demanded for goods admitted to Prat- 


tique. 


L. If by ſtreſs of weather and a boiſterous ſea the goods admitted to 
Prattique ſhould be prevented from being conveyed by ſea; and ſhould the 
merchant require the tranſport of the ſame from the land ſide to the 
Foſſe which communicates from the ſecond to the firſt Lazaretto, it may 
be granted them, always, however, accompanied by a Guard of Prattique, 
without any reward to be taken by them. 


All the preſent Inſtructions, as well general as particular, muſt be 
tranſcribed in an appropriate book, to be kept always in the office of the 
Lazaretto. 


And in this book, muſt be henceforward regiſtered every ſubſequent 
inſtitution and general order which may be given relative to the admi- 
niſtration of the ſame; as alſo any order given in a particular caſe which 
may ſerve as a guide in other ſimilar and important circumſtances. And 
thoſe orders, which may be given in particular leſs intereſting circum- 
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ſtances, ſhall be placed on a file apart, without any memorial being taken 
of them, and which cannot conſtitute Articles of general Inſtructions. 


The Officers of Health, and ſubaltern Servants, and any other perſon 
employed in the Service of the Lazarettoes, ſhall be held to the exact 
obſervance of the preſent Inſtructions, and tranſgreſſing them they ſhall be 
ſubje& to arbitrary puniſhment in caſes of leſs heavy neglect. 


But in thoſe which, according to circumſtances, may come under the 
deſcription of crime, they will incur the diſpleaſure of His Royal Highneſs, 
be deprived of their employ, and honour ; and be ſubje& to other ſtill 
more heavy penalty, to be extended even to death, according to the cir- 
cumſtances of the caſe, and the reſult of the trial.

THE Plague being the moſt terrible and devaſting malady of the human 
race, has, among civilized nations, been conſidered as deſerving the moſt 
attentive regard and precaution, for their ſecurity from its ſorrowful at- 


tacks.* 


Mournful experience has taught us, that to guard againſt the contagion 
it is not enough to be reſtrained from the contact of perſons who are at- 


tacked by the ſame; but alſo that any other, even inanimate bodies, were 
P capable 


— 


* As long as it was believed that the Plague was a ſcourge ſent by Heaven, to puniſh irremediably the 
fins of mankind, not the leaſt precaution was then in uſe to guard againft it, in the ſuppoſition that it was 
out of the power of man to prevent the propagation of this furious and malignant malady. Fataliſts are the 
moſt liable to its attacks; and ſuch are preciſely the Turks, 
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capable of communicating the Plague to man by their contact, and by 
their unneceſſary approximation. 


This circumſtance directed the attention of philoſophers of every age to 
trace in what the poiſon properly called peſtilential really conſiſted ; whe- 
ther it could be engendered in inanimate ſubſtances : what was the matter 
moſt liable to receive and retain the Plague; what were the qualities which 
bodies muſt have that were found more or leſs, or not at all, liable to re- 
ceive, tranſmit, and communicate the peſtilential poiſon. But fruitleſs were 
their endeavours to effect a deciſion on this ſubject. 


The obſervation only of the fact has determined, without our knowing 
yet of what nature the peſtilential particles are, that ſome bodies are con- 
ſtantly from their nature capable of receiving the ſaid poiſon, retaining it 
in themſelves, and communicating it to man, upon whom, as if moſt 
ſuitable to it, 1t exerciſes more than upon any other animal, its power and 


fury. “* 


From this perfect ignorance of the ſeeds of the poiſon, the other un- 
decided queſtion of Phyſicians reſpecting the qualities which thoſe inani- 


mate 


* Rare and very dubious are thoſe hiſtorical caſes which aſſare us that the Plague, to which man is li- 
able, has been alſo communicated and proved morta! to beaſts; and, on the other hand, we do not know 
that any epidemic diſeaſe has directly attacked the human ſpecies alone with its poiſon, The relation of M. 
Giovanni Boccacio of the Plague at Florence in 1348, that it attacked ſome ſwine who died of the diſcaſe 
from having put their ſnouts and ſmelt to ſome clothes of perſons who had died of the Plague; and the 
aſſertion of Homer, that, at the ſiege of Troy, dogs, and alſo mules, had felt the peſtilential diſeaſe before it 
ſpread among the people, are much doubted, it being known that Boccacio had reſolved rather to compoſe 
an eloquent poetical Diſcourſe, than a true hiſtorical Treatiſe of this mercileſs and mournful calamity ; and 
that Homer invented the whole of his Poem: nay, it is even doubted, with every appearance of reaſon, by 
the critics, whether the City and War of Troy, ſung by him in ſuch high ſtrains, ever exiſted.

mate bodies muſt have to render them capable of receiving, retaining, and 


tranſmiting the peſtilential poiſon, has ariſen: ſome have believed that 


the ſuperfluous poroſity of bodies moſt eſſentially qualified them for re- 
ceiving and retaining it; others, their roughneſs; others, the ruggedneſs 
of their ſurfaces; others, the tenacity or viſcoſity of their - parts; and 


finally, others imagined it to be a particular unknown attraction which ſome. 


bodies or ſubſtances may have towards the peſtilential particles,* 


Whatever may be the truth, it appears probable, ſince it has been proved 
by evidence, that animal and vegetable ſubſtances, changed by manufacture, 
mortification, or putrification, are moſt liable to receive, preſerve, and 


tranſmit the Plague or Contagion. 


The few reaſonable hiſtorical facts which we have of the communi- 
cation of the Plague all inform us, that it has been communicated from 
animal bodies, from ſubſtances appertaining to them, from vegetables 
changed by manufacture, and from all rough ſubſtances which are covered 
by or compoſed of ſkins, belonging to thoſe two claſſes. 


We have not noticed that this evil has been propagated by means of 
minerals, foſſils, freſh and dried vegetables, natural or artificial waters, th

* In the doubtfulneſs and diverſity of opinions on this point, we offer our ſentiments, being of opinion, 
that the bodies which are moſt liable to receive and retain the heat, in an abundant manner and for a long 
time, are thoſe which, above all others, are to be regarded as the moſt dangerous. It is a fact well known, 
that cotton, hemp, linen, ſilk, feathers, ſkins, and wool, which poſſeſs theſe qualities, are the goods moſt 
liable to preſerve the infection; and it is ſufficiently notorious, that during a great froſt the Plague either 
diſappears, or is rendered leſs violent till the return of the warm ſeaſon ; as happened with the Plagues of 
Genoa in 1656 and 1657, and with thoſe of London in 1664, 1665 and 1666. 
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air which we reſpire, and the fire which warms us: theſe three elements, 
therefore, have always been conſidered as abſolute and moſt effectual cor- 


rectives of the peſtiferous poiſon. 


But it imports us much to know the ſorts of animal bodies and vege- 


table ſubſtances, which are capable of affecting the health of man by mere 
contact, and whether all fall under the ſame degree of ſuſpicion. 


It has always been believed that ſome of them were by nature preſerved 
from contracting ſuch a poiſon, and that others might be rendered un- 
fuſceptible by circumſtances, and by ſome correctives and certain modes of 
preparation, whereby certain fixed opinions have been admitted, which, 
aſſuming the vigour of laws, conſider certain articles as abſolutely unſuſ- 
ceptible of the Plague: ſuch are, for inſtance, all thoſe ſubſtances coming 
under the deſcription of drugs, and all other articles of ſtrong odour, as 
well as certain animals, fuch as the muſk, the caſtor, &c. &c. all falted 
meats, all medicinal plants, all ſubſtances impregnated with, imbibing, or 
covered with roſin; and thoſe ſimples and compounds, finally, which have 
and are adminiſtered for the cure of the Plague itſelf, have been deemed 
to poſſeſs the ſame virtues. 


Such general views might, however, conduce to an unneceſſary and 
dangerous confidence; hence it has at different times been attempted, and 
with a prudent judgment, to prove and point out what ſubſtances uſed 
moſt in commerce were more or leſs liable to infection, and what were 
deemed abſolutely liable, in order that they might ſerve as a ſure guide to 
the Regulators of the Lazarettoes, and ſuch perſons as might have the 
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cuſtody and management of thoſe articles, and the care of their reſtitution 
to free Prattique.* 


But as the commerce of all nations extends itſelf from day to day, and 
by the induſtry of man, protected by the munificence of Sovereigns, new 
articles of commerce are introduced, which had been either before un- 
unknown, or neglected; it has thereby become neceſſary to frame a new 
liſt of ſuch matters, as may ſerve as a guide in regulating the purification 
and determining the admiſſion to free Prattique of ſuch articles, either in 
the Lazarettoes of Leghorn, or on board of the thips. 


And we, the underfigned Phyficians of the Deputation of Health of 
Leghorn, being charged with this. object by the moſt Illuſtrious and Serene 
Senator Signor Bali Conti Federigo Barbolani da Montanto, His Royal 
Highneſs's Governor-General of this Port, &c. &c. We have applied our- 
ſelves to the ſubject, and arranged it in the following manner: 


Every ſubſtance ſhall be arranged alphabetically, being the moſt eaſy 
mode of finding the articles to be ſearched for. In this alphabetical Liſt, 
ſuch

* Certain orders have been at various times iſſued in the Lazarettoes of Leghorn, concerning the 
exemption of certain goods from Quarantine. A letter from the Senator Bali Gondi, Preſident in the De- 
partment of Health, at Florence, bearing date at Piſa, the 18th March, 1761 and 1762, and inſerted on 
File II. of Matters and Letters relative to Health, extant in Chancery of the Cuſtom-houſe, at Leghorn, 
contains a long but incomplete account of unſuſceptible articles, drawn up by Dr, Moniglia, and by which 
the Directors of the firſt Lazaretto appear to have been governed, On File XIX. No. 84, there is a 
Treatiſe on the ſuſceptibility of ſome articles of the infection. Dr. Guiſepde, Phyſician to the Pope in the 
time of Coſmothe III. was charged with the framing this account, which will be found annexed to this 
Letter or Treatiſe above referred to, dated the 8th April, 1723. This appears to be ſcrupulous, and not 
much in favour of Commerce. Whenever circumſtances have required it, ſome articles, not particularized 
in the ſaid two accounts, have been treated of ſeparately ; thoſe articles which have been deemed unſuſcep- 
tible of the Plague have been added ; and a Record made from time to time on the Files of Health in the 


Chancery. 
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ſuch ſubſtances or bodies only ſhall be noted, which are deemed by us to 
be liable to infection, and which ſhould be admitted to Prattique with pre- 
cautions of proper purification ; and againſt each article of merchandize, 


the particular purification appropriated to it ſhall be ſtated, 


But before we proceed to the compilation of this liſt, we think it right 
to propoſe ſome rules, and to ſubjoin ſome general inſtructions, by which 


the ſame may be better underſtood, 


I. As the moſt vigorous attention muſt be paid in times of peſtilence, 
we think it fit, that, under ſuch circumſtances, thoſe goods, which are 
uſually reſtored to Prattique, by being removed or conveyed by the canal 
to the fide of ſuch ſhips as have been declared to be infected, ſhall not be 
reſtored, when the Guards who attend them ſhall ſuſpe& that the neceſſa- 
ry care and precaution cannot be uſed in their purification ; and in ſuch 
caſes, we propoſe that the purification of the faid goods ſhall take place in 


the Lazarettoes, as is done with other articles which are not liable, but 
difficult to be purified. 


II. That no kinds of goods be reſtored to Prattique, until they have been 
firſt diligently and ſcrupulouſly inſpected and cleanſed from any matter 


liable to infection. 


III. That all goods, incloſed in any kind of receptacle or envelope, ſhall 
be ordered to be opened and viewed on board of the ſhips, or in the Laza- 
rettoes, though it ſhould be aſſerted, that the contents are not liable to in- 
fection, and require no purification; and this to avoid being deceived by 


the allegations of the Proprietors, or by the Captains of Ships. 
IV. We 
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IV. We having reflected that many goods are reſtored to Prattique with 
certain envelopes, ſome of which have, and ſome have not, undergone the 
appropriate purification; we are of opinion, that with regard to envelopes 
of any ſuſceptible quality, it ſhould be ordered that they be not reſtored, 
when it ſhall not be certain that, for inſtance, the aromatical, or odorife- 
rous powers &c. could extract the peſtilential poiſon which the internal en- 
velope might have contracted from the external one; and to remove all 
doubt, no envelope of liable articles ſhall ever be reſtored to Prattique, un- 
til it ſhall have undergone the rigorous Quarantine uſually afligned to arti- 
cles liable to infection. 


V. That relative to ſuch articles as may be brought in, or introduced as 
new Commerce, and of which no expreſs mention is made in the preſent 
lift, or which may not be comprehended in the general Claſſes, ſuch as 
freſh vegetables, minerals, &c. the Deputation of Health muſt always in- 


terpoſe and decide. 


VI. And in order that no equivocations may ariſe relative to the nomen- 
clature of articles comprized in this liſt, thoſe which may have various 
denominations ſhall be carried to ſome initial letter, ſuch as, for example, 
Afrone, which will be found under the initial A, and under O, becauſe it 
is alſo called by another name, viz. Oppio (Opium). 


VII. FIN ALL v, it occurs to obſerve, that it has been deemed proper to 
make ſome variations in the old liſts, by admitting ſome articles which are 
believed to be exempt from infection, and taking out others which were 
before reſtored to free Prattique, but which we judged to be under much 
ſuſpicion ; referring however in this, as well as ia every other part, to the

His Royal Highneſs having cauſed an account to be laid before him of the 
economical and political ſtate of the Lazarettoes in his city of Leghorn, 
has ſeen, with entire ſatisfaction, the excellent effects reſulting as well from 
the conſpicuous ſum expended, within a few years, for their benefit, as from 
the new regulations of the 15th July, 1785 ; the extenſive and convenient 
buildings recently conſtrued for the uſe of every claſs of perſons who are 
to perform Quarantine ; the abundant and ſalubrious waters united in vaſt 
ciſterns, or conveyed, by means of new conduits, to fountains continually 
flowing for the uſe of the Lazarettoes and of the veſſels under ſtrict Qua- 
rantine ; the ſpacious Pent-houſes lately erected for airing and purifying the 
goods and magazines, when the merchants ſhall think it their intereſt to 
leave the former for ſome time after the performance of Quarantine ; the 
excavation and enlargement of ſeveral branches of canals, in order to faci- 
litate the tranſport of goods to the place of Quarantine; the periods of

Quarantine regulated with equal attention to the ſecurity of public Health, 
and to the intereſts of Commerce; the probity and ſafety with which goods 
are lodged, treated, and reſtored to the Proprietors ; and the police eſta- 
bliſhed in all parts of this department ; all which have, for ſome time paſt, 
been objects of his Royal care, as the efficacious means of promoting Com- 
merce, and of ſecuring the important article of public Health, which he 
never has loſt fight of, and which he now with pleaſure ſees realized. 


To render, however, theſe uſeful eſtabliſhments perfect, it remained to 
provide, that the accuſtomed duties of purification, to be levied on goods 
deſtined to perform Quarantine in the Lazarettoes, ſhould be freed from 
unequal and arbitrary exaction, and regulated by invariable and juſt laws, 
proportionate to the value of ſuch goods. 


The produce of this only and light duty exacted in Lazarettoes is not 
contemplated by His Royal Highneſs as an object of finance; it being fre- 
quently inſufficient to defray the neceſſary expences of their ſupport, and 
the requiſite charges for the purification of the ſeveral merchandizes, and 
to reimburſe the conſpicuous ſums expended thereon: His Royal Highneſs 
abſolutely wills that the amount be kept up as hitherto ; but he is deſirous 
of diſtributing it with more juſtice. ; 


By the law of the 15th July, 1785, the Purification-duties were fixed at 
the ratio of one per cent. upon the value of the merchandizes liable, which 
are under Quarantine in the firſt and ſecond Lazaretto; and of two per 
cent. on thoſe which are purified in the third Lazaretto, with the excep- 
tion of raw ſilk, which is to pay only one per cent; and the duty of one half 
per cent. only for the purification of goods not liable, and which ſhall have 

been 


„ 

been withdrawn, before two thirds of the time of the Quarantine allotted to 
goods that are liable, ſhall have elapſed. But the aſcertainment of this duty 
muſt in the practice be defective, becauſe the ancient table, which has been 
uſed by the Lazarettoes for the valuation of goods, is erroneous with reſpect 
to the prices and the weights, and incomplete for want of many unregiſtered 
goods; whence has ariſen the diſproportion of the duty to the reſpective 
qualities, as alſo to the quantity of the goods, and hence it has been always 
in its execution arbitrary and odious. 


With this view, His Royal Highneſs approves the new and complete ta- 
ble this day compiled by his order, and commands that the Purification- 
duties already eſtabliſhed by the Edict of the 15th July, 1785, be in future 
received in the Lazarettoes in proportion to the eſtimate thereby ſettled of 
each ſort of merchandize, which duties are calculated for the benefit of 
Commerce at 30 per cent under the low prices current of the market in 


times of long tranquillity, 


And ſince the amount of the duty, according to the new arrangements, 
mult refult from the eſtimates of the table, with reference to weight and 
to the number of goods ; thoſe who may wiſh to withdraw the goods be- 
longing to them from the Lazarettoes muſt produce, beſides the accuſtom- 
ed allegations, a note of the weight and number of the reſpective goods, 
upon which data the Officers may be enabled to calculate the duty. 


His Royal Highneſs hopes that this his confidence in the reports of the 
merchants will be met by equal good faith: but if, for any good reaſon, it 
ſhould be found meet to count after them, and the declaration made ſhould 
be found erroneous, no other penalty ſhall be inflicted than the payment of

double the duty in weight, and a proper recompence to him who ſhall 
execute it. 


His Royal Highneſs finally commands, that the Officers of the Laza- 
rettoes ſhall begin to act upon this new table ſix months after the date of 
this preſent order.

OUR MERE MOTION. 


His Royal Highneſs, willing that the ſyſtem of Health at Porto Ferrajo 
be uniform with that eſtabliſhed at Florence and Leghorn, orders, that the 
Deputation of Health be ſuppreſſed ; and that all the buſineſs which has 
hitherto belonged thereto be expedited by the Governor alone, to whom 
all the powers and duties of the Deputation are transferred, by the title of 


Chief of the Department of Health. 


He will be dependent on the Miniſter ſuperintending the affairs of 
Health at Florence, and more immediately on the preſiding Governor of 
Health at Leghorn, to whom he will make all reports, and through whoſe 
channel he will receive the neceſſary orders, which he is punctually to 


execute.

In important caſes, and in thoſe of the utmoſt conſequence, he will 
conſult the Auditor of the Government, who, in caſe of abſence or indiſ- 


poſition of the Governor, will ſupply his place alſo in this particular; and 
he will conſult equally the Captain of the Port, and the Phyſicians of the 


Commune. 


The Chancellor of the Tribunal of the Auditor Vicar will alſo be 
Chancellor of the Department of Health, and in this reſpect he will be 
entirely dependent on the Governor, and have a Coadjutor under him. 


All Patents, Declarations, Reviſals, perſonal Paſſports, Orders, and all 
Acts which have relation to Health, will be iſſued in the name of the 
Governor Chief of the Department, and ſigned by the Chancellor; or, 
in caſe of abſence or indiſpoſition, by the Coadjutor. 


The neceſſary Regiſters of Patents, and other Acts relating to the De- 
partment of Health, ſhall be preſerved in the Chancery. Such Regiſters 
as are deſtined for the Archives of Health in the new Pretoriate muſt be 
kept in ſuch place where they can be conveniently received. 


There ſhall be a fixed Guard, called the ſworn; and twelve Guardians 
of Health ſhall alſo be appointed to ſerve, on occaſion, for the cuſtody of 
the veſſels under Quarantine, and for any other neceſſary ſervice relative to 


Health. 


The Anchorage Duties, and all the other Port Fees, and thoſe of Health, 


of what nature and dependence ſoever, ſhall be, in future, exacted con- 
formably

formably to the Tariff this day approved by his Royal Highneſs, and which 
is to be publiſhed. 


But the ſame ſhall not, in future, appertain to the Captain of the Port, 
nor to the Chancellor of Health, or his Coadjutor, but be exacted for 
account of the Royal Treaſury. 


The Chief of the Department, and the reſpective Officers ſhall, in the 
exerciſe of their functions, and in their collections and the delivery of the 
accounts of their emoluments, conform to the relative Inſtructions this 
day iſſued. 


The Guards ſhall obtain for their account the emoluments eſtabliſhed in 
the Tariff; but, to prevent any arbitrary or undue exactions, the ſame 
ſhall be paid to them in the Office, in the preſence of the Captain of the 
Port, who is to take care that they do not exceed the Tariff, and that they 
be noted in a book appropriated to that purpoſe.

EXEMPTIONS. 


Anchorage duties conformably to the preſent Tariff are to be exacted 
only from foreign veſlels of every flag; but veſſels belonging to Port 
Ferrajo, and all others of the Tuſcan flag, are not to pay them ; nor are the 
ſhips belonging to ſubjects of the Principality of Piombino, in the 
Iſland of Elba, and in the Piazza of Lungone, liable. 


Veſſels ſubject to the Anchorage duties, which ſhall clear out from Porto 
Ferrajo, and return thither within forty days, having made only one voyage, 
and without having paſſed Civita-Vecchia on the Eaſt fide, and Genoa on 


the Weſt ſide, are not to pay the duty; but, if, within forty days, they
